However, “they won't return,” he 
stressed. 


Security sources told Reuters in

New party forum placates Baram

tary-General Uzi Baram yesterday 
withdrew his resignation after gain- 
ing approval for ἃ πον; party forum 
to unify Labour policy in the gov- 
ernment, the Histadrut and other 
national forunis. 


The new forum, which Baram 
calls a steering committee, will have 
15 members, including senior minis- 
ters, Histadrut officials, Jewish 
Agency executive members and sev- 
eral other key ‘Labour Party 
officials. : 
» The committee’s purpose, he said 
“will be to coordinate the formula- 
tion of a clear message” on both 
socio-economic issues, and foreign 
policy and defence problems. 

The committee would not have 
been involved in the specific details 
of Defence Minister Rabin's pol- 
icies for the administered ternto- 
ries, Baram said. But it would have 
“debated, discussed and formulat- 
ed” a general Labour Party view on 


government policy toward the cur- 
rent unrest. - 


The exact make-up of the com- 
mittee is still to be worked out. For- 
eign Minister Peres and Rabin will 
be members, i but deciding which 
other ministers are to be on the 
committee is likely to prove 
troublesome. 

Since in its first year the new body 
will help guide election campaign 
headquarters that Baram has yet to 
set up, the membership is likely to 
include Minister without Portfolio 
Ezer Weizman, who, The Jerusalem 
Post has learned, will be in charge of 
the ‘Arab voters section.” 

Baram told the party’s executive 
committee and later a press confer- 
ence that his resignation was “not a 
matter of personality conflicts.” He

UN slams 
Israel on 
expulsions

NEW YORK -- The UN Security 
Council yesterday called on Israel to 
end its deportation of Palestinians 
and to allow the return of the four 
Palestinians 
Wednesday. 
The tesolution was'adopted by a 
vate of 14-0, with the U.S. 


expelled on 


abstaining. 

It called on Israel ‘‘to rescind the 
order to Palestinian civilians 
and to ensure the safe and immedi- 
ate return to the occupied Palestin- 
ian territories of those already de- 
ported.”’ The resolution also 
demanded that Israel “desist forth- 
with from deporting any other Pal- 
estinian civilians from the occupied 


“territories.” 


Last week, the U.S. voted in far 
vour of a Security Council resolu- 
tion calling upon Israel not to deport 
Palestinians. 

Speaking before the vote was tak~ 
en, Ambassador Binyamin Netan- 
yahu accused the council of gross 
imbalance and disregard for the real 
situation in the territories. The reso- 
Totion was “fundamentally imbal- 
anced, one-sided and without a 
word of context,”’ Netanyahu 
added. 

“These resolutions hinder the 
process of restoring tranquillity and 
security... The Council is now acting 
in collusion with, and on behalf of, 
the inciters of riots and bloodshed.” 

Netanyahu ed “‘apprecia- 
tion for the American change of 
vote,” adding: “We are pleased that 
the American vote is now shifting in 
the other direction. Perhaps it will 
shift further.” 

Without naming him, Netanyahu 
mentioned in particular Council 
President Crispin Tickell's state- 
ment to reporters on Wednesday 
that he had Jearned of the expnision 
of the Palestinians with dismay and 
indignation. Tickell is Britain’s chief 
UN delegate.

9 held in crackdown 
on pro-PLO figures

An unprecedented crackdown 
on Palestinian political personal- 
ities was launched in East Jeru- 
salem yesterday during which 
nine journalists and public fig- 
ures were detained. But as the 
crackdown was being mounted 
leading pto-Fatah figures from 
the West Bank issued a declara- 
tion calling on the government 
to negotiate with the PLO, con- 
vene an international peace con- 
ference, and cancel deportation 
orders and other measures asso- 
ciated with the occupation. 
Military sources said that the 
nine, including Al Fajr editor 
Hanna Siniora, had been de- 
tained for a variety of reasons 
ranging from allegedly calling il- 
legal meetings to participation in 
subversive organizations. All 
but three were relesised by yes- 
terday evening. 
Arab sources said the move ap- 
peared to be aimed at preventing 
's press conference at the 
ational Palace Hotel where the 
Palestinians mted their state- 
ment, the first by leading local pro- 
PLO figures since the disturbances 
in the territories began early last 


month. Arab sources said deten- 
tions also seemed aimed at clamping 
down on East Jerusalem journalists 
who maintain close contacts with the 
foreign press and provide them with 
information embarrassing to the 
authorities. 

Two of the journalists, Ibrahim 
Kareen and Ghassan Ayoub, were ° 
detained at the National Palace Ho- 
tel just as the press conference was 
about to begin. The two were sum- 
moned from the press conference by 
three plainclothes policemen and 
taken to the Russian Compound 
where they were “held for question- 
ing.” 


In the conference, which 
went on nevertheless, Bir Zeit Uni- 
versity τ Sari Nusseibeh, 
Bir Zeit University president Gabi 
Baramki and the Rev. Odeh 
Rantisi, deposed deputy mayor of 
Ramallah, presented a list of 14 de- 
mands signed by “Palestinian na- 
tionalist institutions and 
personalities.” 

The demands included calls for 
“cessation of all settlement activity 
and land confiscations™ in the West 
Bank, cancellation of Israeli taxes 
ingy in the territories, a lifting 
of the “siege” on Palestinian refu- 
gee camps, and the release of those 
arrested during recent disturbances, 

In the audience were some two 
dozen of the leading old guard pro- 
PLO and nationalist figures from 


the territories, including deposed 
Hebron mayor Mustapha Natshe 
and Fayez Kawasme, brother of the 
late Hebron mayor Fahd Kawasme. 

Many observers believe, howev- 
er, that these traditional leaders 
have lost control of the recent street 
disturbances, led by youths and, in 
the case of Gaza, ic extremists. 

Three Gazans who had been -ex- 
pected at the East Jerusalem meet- 
ing were called for questioning by 
the Gaza military governor at 7 a.m. 
and held until 5 p.m. yesterday. The 
three were lawyer Fayez Abu 
Rahme, Khaider Abd! Shafee of the 
Gaza Red Crescent Society and Za- 
kariya al-Agha chairman of the 
Gaza Medical Association. 

Nusseibeh said the three Gazans, 
along with Siniora and Salah Zu- 
haike, were probably detained to 
prevent them from attending the 
conference. 

He said the authorities overreact- 
ed to the press conference thinking 
that the Palestinians would renew 
Siniora’s call last week for a civil 
disobedience campaign. Siniora’s 
call, however, drew little support 
from other pro-PLO elites. 

The three Palestinians still being 
detained yesterday evening included 
A-Sha'ab deputy chief editor Salah 
Zuhaike, Al-Fajr reporter and night 
editor Mohamed Zahaike and Abd-

The troubles in the territories have reawakened 
the advocates of unilateral withdrawal from the 
densely populated Arab areas, such as Gad Ya- 
*cobi, says Tsur. 

“Unilateral withdrawa] means Lebanonization 
or PLO-ization,” he asserts, and also dismisses 
Peres’s recent advocacy of the “demilitarizsation” 
of the Gaza Strip, - “whatever that means.” 

All talk about a unilateral solution — including 
the cafl for unilateral annexation of the Allon Plan 
territories -- is unrealistic, he believes. 

Part of the reason Tsur rejects the resurrection of 
the doves-hawks debate is his belief that if negotia- 
tions with Jordan were to begin, there could be an 
“interim, functional” solution. ““We must strive for 
an interim settlement. Any determination of final 
borders will lead to a civil war here.” (He meant 
among the Jews.) 

The lesson of the current disturbances, he said, 


was the Likud’s torpedoing of the peace process. It

ΝΟ Labourite I spoke with even hinted that 
convulsions were on the way, or on the cards. The 
ideological pluralism and leaderlessness of the par- 
ty seems to promise fissure and schism should 
anyone try to force the issue.

But they all realize that time presses, with the 
November election clock ticking away. 

On the moral-ideological plane, the question is:

On the political plane, the question is: How close 
to election day can Labour safely approach while 
carrying out Likud policies in the territories and 
while the Likud blocks every aveaue for politicat 
negotiation with the Arabs? 

How and when can Labour safely and credibly 
break ranks with the Likud so that, come election 
day, it can present an alternative, dissentient pro- 
gramme and image for the voter, without being 
identified as the ‘Likud Bet’ on the one hand and 
and as ashafistim (pro-PLO) on the other? 

For the present, the only certainty is that should 
the disturbances continue, the future of the territo- 
Ties will be the main issue of the elections. 

Eban is not unnerved by the recent opinion poll 
results, which show that most of the Jewish popula- 
tion supports the iron fist policy in the territories. 
“Sixty-nine per cent also voted for the Golden

YOSSI SARID, former Labour MK and one of 
the most knowledgeable members regarding the 
party says Peres isn't worried about Rabia.

Sarid believes that if Peres had a major clash with 
Rabin. in an effort to bring him to heel, there 
would be a split in the party. So Peres and Rabin 
will zo together to the elections.”

THE SCENE HAS been repeated 
hundreds of times — over 1,200, by 
the IDF’s own count — these past 
five weeks. More than 35 Palestin- 
ians have been killed, and hundreds 
wounded. The intensity has varied 
but the scenarios have been almost 
identical. 

At first it was thought that water- 
cannon and rubber bullets would 
solve the problem. Then it was be- 
fieved that economic realities would 
force parents to keep their children 
off the streets. Neither of these 
things happened. 

The porernment’é threats of a 
“heavy hand” and the example sup- 
posed to have been set by the depor- 
tation orders issued against nine in- 
habitants of the territories, made no 
impact and did not act as ἃ deter- 
rent. Nor did the warnings issued to 
school principals and the traditional 
political echelons in the West Bank 
and Gaza who, by the time the 
warnings were issued, had lost all 
contro! and all authority. 

Forces were bolstered, armour 
was introduced and the press was 


* banned from areas of tension. Selec- 


tive curfews were imposed and 
harsh punishments meted out, espe- 
cially to those thought to be Ting- 
leaders. But none ofthis helped et- 
ther, The riots continued, casualties 
mounted, international condemna- 


tion in 
then came the decision to 
ibis curfews in the Gaza 
Strip, and wider curfews in the West 
Bank. in the Strip, ) 
eople were confined to their 
βοίηες; some for over a week. The 
shops are opened for a few hours ἃ 
day, but food supplies are running 
out. Men and women, many of them 
dependent on the daily wages they 
earn in Israel, are dipping into their 
Jast savings. Fuel is running out, 
ὦ and and rain intensi- 


fy. 


THE SOLDIERS atop the jeep on 
the outskirts of the camp know of 
the human conditions inside. But 
they also know that for the first time 
in four days they have not had to kill 
anyone. They are convinced that 
one of these days — a week, maybe 
two — normalcy has to return. That 
they will be able to return to the 
border duties and training schedules 
they were taken away from a month 


ago. 

Approached by one of the local 
residents, they have difficulty con- 
versing with him, for few of them 
keow any Arabic. However, they do 
know their orders, and the man is 
sent back in the direction he came 
from. 

These young men deeply resent 
what they are doing. They talk 
about being soldiers, not policemen. 
They ail have political opinions, but 
accept that it is the army’s duty to 
try to restore stability before the 
politicans can even begin to think 
about a better future. 

Over the weeks, they have been 
visited by the defence minister, the 
chief of general staff, the com- 
mander of Southern Command and 
dozens of other senior officers and 
accept both the strategy and the ex- 
planations they have heard. But 
they did not create the situation. 
They have done their best, under 


extremely difficult conditions, to. 


control the growing madness with 
minimal force. They tried to open 
schools and shops, and failed. © 

Until peace and quiet return—and 
when that is to be is something that, 
in the final analysis, only the peo- 
ple in the territories can decide - 
they have no option but to continue 
with their duties. They did not like 
what they had to do, but what alter- 
native was there? 


WHILE THE CURFEWS, or “en- 
vironmental punishments” as the 
IDF calis them, seemed to be having 
an effect, the question remained 
whether to send IDF and Border 
Police patrols into the camps to 
demonstrate a presence. 

Military planners found them- 
selves on the hors of ἃ dilemma. 
On the one hand, the patrols 
seemed to act as 8 lightning rod, 
attracting violent protest. On the 
other hand, if the army did not dem-

In the Gaza Strip, these extrem- 
ists were mainly from the Islamic 
fundamentalist organizations that 
bad brought Kbomeini’s fanaticism 
to the overwhelmingly Sunni area. It 
was nurtured by the imams in the 
mosques, and by bearded teachers 
in the schools that have produced 
youngsters willing to die while knif- 
ing an Israeli. ᾿ 

In the West Bank and East Jeru- 
salem the nature of the riots was, 
and remains, much more political, 
the tone being given by a combina- 
tion of university and high-school 
students, and camp inhabitants who 
have completed school and see no 
future in the status quo. 

‘Though the universities are 
closed, students and teachers con- 


sion, however, is not one listed in 
the cirriculum. It is the strategy to 
be followed next -- how to ensure 
that the almost unbelievable success 
of the last weeks, that resulted in the 
Palestinian problem upstaging both 
the Iraq-Iran war and the INF trea- 
ty, is to be maintained. 

Except for coming together for 
one meeting to discuss a possible 
civil disobedience campaign, the 
young and dynamic local Palestinian 
leadership once considered poten- 
tial members of a joint Palestinian- 
Jordanian leadership that would ne- 
gotiate with Israel has disappeared 
from the scene. 


THE STREETS, both in Gaza and 
the West Bank and in East Jerusa- 
lem, are thus in effective control of 
the youth. It is a situation of our 20- 
year-olds battling their 20-year-olds 
—ours using armour, helicopters and 
guns; theirs, clubs, rocks and primi-~ 
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tive Molotov cocktails. 

At first, reporters said the scene 
reminded them of South Africa, and 
indeed there were similarities. 
Then, many said that it was reminis- 
cent of those last terrible months of 
the Lebanon War, and again there 
are clear similarities. 

For some who have witnessed the 
events of the past few weeks, there 
seems to be little difference between 
what is happening now and the situ- 
ation they had to face in Gaza and 
the West Bank in the late 1960s and 
early'“70s. Then, as now, they pa- 
trofled hostile, muddy lanes and 
clamped on curfews, checked pa- 
pers and dragged suspects by their 
aoa brea centres. 

‘ut despite the similarities, there 
has been a tremendous change. The 
Israeli soldiers in Gaza do not feel 
they are in Lebanon. They don't feel 
they are fighting an unpopular war. 
On the West Bank and in East Jeru- 
salem, many of them feet they are 


fighting on their own front lawns, 
and if not that, at least on territory 
as familiar to them as the Galilee 
and the Negev. 

Nor do they feel that they can be 
compared to the soldiers of apart- 
heid, for they do not see themselves 
as representative of a minority re- 
gime trying to impose political and 
economic discrimination on a vast 
majority. 

Rather, they regard themselves as 
soldiers of a beleaguered and small 
state, many of whose inhabitants 
would gladly negotiate a compro- 
mise. And thus, while they may not 
like what they are doing, they are 
not as uncomfortable with their job 
as some would have expected. 

They simply see no alternative, 
and in that regard, their feelings are 
not very different from those of us 
who had to do much the same as 
soldiers and reservists over the past 
20 years.

Formula for an economic miracle 


AFTER A DEBATE lasting all night, a govern- 
ment spokesman calls a press conference for 7:30 
a.m. After snatching a short sleep anywhere they 
can find a chair, journalists and media cameramen 
foregather again to hear the critical decision on the 
future of the Gaza Strip. 

The spokesman, looking equally bleary-eyed, 
produces a rolled-up sheet of paper and starts to 
intone: 

“The government decided a few minutes ago as 
follows: : 

(a) Israel is to leave the Gaza Strip at midnight 
on Sunday, December 31, 1989. 

(b) The Israeli government is ready to deal with 
any combination of representatives of the Arab 
world in order to co-ordinate Israel's withdrawal 
from the Strip. If no representative can be found to 
enable a swift transfer, Israel will withdraw 
unilaterally. 

(c) Israel declares that it will not interfere with 
the new-bom state in any way. Gaza will be demili- 
tarized. However, Israel, as a country having legiti- 
mate interests in the region, will view in a very bad 
light the introduction of any kind of heavy weapons 
into the Strip. If heavy weapons are introduced, 
Israel has the right and the power to take action. 
For this reason, Israel will retain its right to use 
certain advanced devices for the purpose of keep- 
ing a check on potential threats from the newly- 
independent area. 

(ὦ (rac! is ready to assist the newly-indepen- 


dent state by granting $1 billion throughout a five- - 


year period. At the same time, Israel will look for 


additional international. help to establish a: viable . 


economy in the Strip. Ε : 

This assistance, which should be regarded as a 
token of goodwill, will be given unconditionally to 
any regime, in order to create a propitious atmo- 
sphere for business and everyday life. 

(e) The Gazans will be encouraged by Israel to 
develop a deep-water port which will be used in a 
free trade zone (see below) and for the hinterland, 
which includes the West Bank. Jordan and the Gulf 
countries. 

Israel will provide an open corridor from the 


Gaza Strip to the West Bank or to various Jordan 
River bridges. In the case of non-stop, direct trans- 
portation from the Strip to the Jordan bridges, 
Israe] will not have the right to examine the con- 
tents of lorries going in either direction. 

The new port will be designated for commercial 
vessels only and will not be usable by naval craft of 
any country. 

(ἢ Israel will provide alternative access to the 
Red Sea through a new road along the Egyptian 
border which will allow trade and transportation 
between the Strip and Akaba (and Eilat, if desired) 
and Saudia Arabia. 

(g) The Gazans will have two alternatives: either 
to abolish economic relations with Israel; or to 
contiaue the trade in goods and services, inchiding 
sending workers forces to Israel. This trade will go 
through two checkpoints, where inhabitants of 
each side will require permits to enter the other's 
domain. 

(h) Economic relations between the two coun- 
tries will be determined by means of a bilateral 
agreement. Israel hopes that there will be a free 
trade zone between the two countries. In that case, 
Gaza, with its new port, and possibly an interna- 
tional airport for passenger and commercial traffic, 
will be able to compete with Israel. 

(i) Gaza will have the right to build its own power 
station, like any other sovereign nation. Until it has 
its own power, it will be able to use the Israeli 

πὶ, which can later be employed as a back-up. 
_ (ἢ) Israel will keep the relationship with the Gaza 
Strip under constant review, hopefully being able 


"το regard its progress during the first decade as a 


basis for negotiations over the future of the West 
Bank. 

“IT thank you for your attention,” the govern- 
ment spokesman concludes. 


WHAT,ONE MAY ask,would be the advantage 
of such a proposal? How might it bring us peace 
with our neighbours while we still occupy the West 
Bank? What would happen if the new state turned 
out to be hostile to Israel? 

How could 633,000 people make a living from 


the 365sq.km. of the Gaza Strip? Is it not too 
crowded? : 

The idea is that the Gazans would represent a 
flourishing economic miracle in the Middle East, 
just as Singapore does in South East Asia. 

Since the Gazans would have no military expen- 
ditures, all their efforts would go into economic 
development. Within 20 years, they could become 
an economic power based on a free economy and a 
free international zone that could successfully serve 


" all the Middle East. 


Singapore, which cut itself off from Malaysia 
some years after receiving its independence from 
Britain, began with nothing but a desert island and 
some very ambitious, educated people, most of 
whom were resettled Chinese brought by the Brit- 
ish to serve as civil servants. ~ 

Today, about 2.6 million Singaporeans living on 
their 581 sq.km. have their water-supply piped in 
from Malaysia. They have become an example of 
an economic miracle based mainly on importing 
and exporting any items their neighbours require. 
Having achieved success in banking and trade, a 
state-owned corporation is now pushing the state- 
city to advanced technology as a joint venture with 
multinational corporations. 


WITHIN SOME YEARS, Gaza could become a 
Middle Eastern financial centre and an off-shore 
zone where companies could find their tax haven. 
Gaza could become an Eastern Mediterranean me- 
dia centre, thus replacing Beirut. ᾿ 

In addition, its ports with their new industry and 
its traditional agriculture could provide jobs for‘all 
its manpower. Indeed, the birthrate would decline, 
as always happens when the standard of living rises, 
and there would actually be a shortage of workers. 

Since they would have free access to the Mediter- 
ranean, the Gazans would not need the Arab states 
as a bridge to develop their trade with Europe, 
even though it would be desirable, because of their 
common and traditional background. 

No Arab state is a Western-style democracy. The 
new Gaza state may not be any exception. But 
democracy is not a necessary condition for econom- 


_ tacked both by the right, whicti 


ic success, as has been proven by the Four Tigers 
(Taiwan, Singapore, Hongkong and South Korea). 
Their advantages are. that they have had access to 
foreign markets; they have very low defence ex- 
penses; they work bard and loos; and they have 
a significant proportion of well-educated people. 

The Gazans can easily imitate them. While in 
1970 only a negligible nucaber of Gazans had 13 or 
more years of schooling, today about 26.5 per cent 
of the males and 9 per cent of the females in the 25- 
34 age group have that amount. Since people in the 
Gaza Strip do not have any organized financial 
system, during the last 20 years they have invested 
their savings in education. 

The Gazans will still have some problems with 
their water, both for domestic and agricultural use, 
since the sources have become saline due to over-" 
use. This problem could be solved by the shrinking 
of the agriculture sector and by bringing water from 
outside sources. (see Hammer project story). 

Thus, according to this scenario, the Gazans will 
have their own flag, the regime they want, financial 
aid, access to world markets and Israel and the 
Arab hinterland, jobs, and water. They could be- 
come the jewel of the region.

SINGAPORE is proof that deter- 
mined and capable leadership com- 
bined with a skilled and hard-work- 
ing population can overcome 
adverse circumstances and make a 
success of a micro-state in the Third 
World. ‘ 

With an area of only 581 square 
kilometres, without any significant 
natural resources and a population 
of 2.6 million, Singapore is vastly 
inferior to its neighbours and rivals 
Malaysia (with a population of 15 
million) and Indonesia (170 million) 
who are endowed with large territo- 
ries and abundant natural resources. 
To be sure, Singapore has enjoyed 
the advantage of inheriting ἃ deep- 
water port located astride the sea 
lanes linking Japan and the West. 
and at the crossroads of Southeast 
Asia. But it is the leadership and 
technical skills of its hard-working 
population that account for the 
transformation of Singapore from a 
trading centre into a thriving mod- 
em city with advanced industries 
and financial institutions of interna- 
tional significance. 

After achieving economic growth 
fates averaging 9% throughout the 
1960s and 1970s, Singapore is classi- 
fied as 2 “newly-industrialized coun- 
try.” With an average per capita 
income of 56.100. its citizens enjoy 
standards of living that are equiva- 
lent (at least on the basis of income) 
to those of New Zealand and superi-

or to those of Italy or Israel. Not 
surprsingly, Singapore, the “Lion 
City,” is regarded as one of East 
Asia’s “four little dragons.” If Sin- 
gapore is currently experiencing 
problems of sustaining those growth 
rates and of.an impending genera- 
tional change of leaders, those prob- 
lems may be regarded as problems 
of success. 5 

Since first attaining self-govern- 
ment in 1959 and then becoming 
part of Malaysia in 1903, only to 
secede and become fully indepen- 
dent in 1965, Singapore has been led 
by the remarkable Lee Kuan Yew. 
He, together with a smail group of 
like-minded tough politicians, ini- 
tiaily steered Singapore through 
struggles against the British and lo- 
cal communists in the late 1950s and 
early 1960s. They then negotiated 
the difficult years of association with 
and withdrawal from Malaysia amid 
the Konfrontasi mounted by Indo- 
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nesia under Sukarno. 

There is reason to believe that at 
that time, the Malaysian prime min- 
ister expected that Singapore would 
have such a hard time of it as a tiny 
independent state that Lee Kuan 
Yew would have to come back to 
Malaysia on his knees. Yet, unex- 
pectedly, it survived and prospered 
as a Chinese enclave surrounded by 
more powerful neighbours ever sus- 
picious of and hostile to the overseas 
Chinese in their midst and jealous of 
the shining city state of Singapore. 
Since then, Lee and Singapore have 
survived on the basis of careful cal- 
culation and adjustment to regional 
and global economic and political 
trends. 

Even as Singapore has survived 
and prospered, its continued surviv- 
al cannot be taken for granted. Its 
economy is totally dependent upon 
the international economic environ- 
ment. Its difficulties in continually 
adjusting to the ever-changing 
world economy was demonstrated 
by the shock of negative growth in 
1985. Foreign trade accounts for 
nearly 300% of Singapore's GNP. 

Implicitly, its security is constant- 
ly under threat from its nearby 
neighbours, Malaysia and Indon- 
eisa. Upheavals in those countries 
involving hostility to the overseas 
Chinese that is never far below the 
surface. could spill over the fragile 
borders. Security in military terms 


- has been gained through highly pro- 


fessionalized armed forces that seek 
to present Singapore as a poisonous 
shrimp that would be unacceptably 
painful to those who might wish to 
swallow it. 

Security has also been gained 
through diplomatic means, through 
membership in the regional Associ- 
ation of Southeast Asian Nations 
which has effectively diffused re- 
gional conflicts. 


SINGAPORE has developed a high 
profile on international issues in a 
pro-Western way that is often at 
odds with the professed non-align- 
ment of its nearest neighbours. Ex- 


amples of this include receiving 
President Herzog, following Ameri- 
ca and Britain out of Unesco and 
being more shrill in its condemna- 
tion of Vietnam. Although predom- 
inantly Chinese, the government 
has been insistent that Singapore is a 
multi-ethnic republic. Its leaders 
have made it clear in Beijing as well 
as within the region that as a pre- 
dominantly Chinese entity. it is alto- 
gether different from the People’s 
Republic of China. ι 

Lee Kuan Yew has also repeated- 
ly asserted that Singapore will not 
Tecognize the People’s Republic of 
China before Indonesia does so. 
Thus, Lee's diplomacy is an adroit 
mixture that both asserts an inde- 
pendence that its neighbours at time 
find uncomfortable, and appreciates 
at the same time the necessity of 
taking into account their deepest se- 
curity fears. 

Ultimately, however, Singapore's 
successful survival depends upon its 
domestic order. Though ostensibly a 
democracy, Singapore has been 
ruled in a highly authoritarian way. 
It is not a one-party state but until 
the 1980s. the ruling party regularly 
won all the seats in Parliament. In 
the last elections in 1985, to Lee's 
chagrin, it won “only” 77 out of the 
79 seats and he has since relentlessly 
pursued the opposition members for 
alleged misdemeanours through the 
courts. The arm of government is 
all-pervasive in Singapore, regulat- 
ing and controlling all aspects of civ- 
il life and even penetrating into fars- 
ily matters that elsewhere would be 
considered as unacceptably 
intrusive. 

Perhaps it is fitting that Lee Kuan 
Yew has a Social Darwinist view of 
history. In contemplating the 
changes that lay in the decade 


ahead, he stated in 1980: “Life is a |. 


dynamic and continous process of 
change. If we cannot move upwards, 
we shail fall behind. It has always 
been like this for ancient tribes or 
moder nation ’states.” He went on 
fo hold up Japan as a model for 
emulation: “Japanese society is an 
illustration in Darwinian evolution. 
the survival of the more resilient 
social organism.” ᾿ 

As ἃ result. Lee Kuan Yew is 
greatly troubled by the generational 
succession that must soon take 
place. He himself will be 68 this year 
and he feels that while the younger 
generation may be better educated, 
it lacks the experience of the cool 
and tough-minded coterie of leaders 
that brought Singapore through all

What a survey showed 


PROFESSOR Ze'ev Hirsch of Tel 
Aviv University believes that an 
economical port could be built as 
soon as tomorrow in the Gaza Strip. 
The economic possibilities were ex- 
plored by Hirsch within the frame- 
work of the Armand Hammer Fund 
for Economic Cooperation in the 
Middle East on the Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity campus. 

Hirsch thinks that the project 
could work unilaterally, without 
waiting for a political solution. But a 
survey he made found that Jordan 
has no interest in a port that could 
give her access to the Mediterra- 
nean. The Jordanians are even 
afraid that it might compete with 
their Akaba port. Hirsch notes. At 
the same time, Arabs from the Pal- 
estinian National Movement were 
pleased with the programme that 
was presented to them. Pro-Jordani- 
an elements were afraid that such a 
programme would serve Israeli in- 
terests, since goods would be 
shipped through Israeli territory. 
However, the profitability of the 
port relies on letting goods reach 
and return through Jordan. 

Another project, the profitability 
of which has been found, but has not 
been published yet, is a free trade 
zone in the Gaza Strip. This project 
is less ambitious. According to this 
project, anybody will be allowed to 
build a plant in the free zone, to 
import raw materials and export fin- 
ished goods to any location. Israel 
will have some problems in prevent- 
ing the leaking of products into Isra- 
el, but these problems can be 
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solved. We should allow Arab capi- 
tal, whatever its source, to flow into 
the Strip, without trying to control 
it, says Hirsch. “This project will 
provide the Gazans with many jobs. 
It was a mistake to route so many of 
them to work in Israel.” 

The project could also work out 
unilaterally without any agreement. 
Gazans could thus save their honour 
and not appear to be traitors. Other- 
wise the situation will worsen. These 
projects will increase the Arab inter- 
est in peace, Hirsch believes.

CONVERSELY, starting with a 
backward society presents no insur- 
mountable barrier, once there is a 

move in the direction of 
progress. Japan, following its open- 
ing-up in 1868, is the most obvious 
example of an agrarian, almost feu- 
dal, society which changed course 
by enthusiastically embracing the 
Industrial Revolution to the point 
where it has become the leader in 
Taany aspects of the so-called Third

Another converse argument 
worth stressing when discussing 
Gaza and Israel is that you don't 
have to be yellow to produce an 
economic miracle. Here again, we

have been distorted - we blame the 
Yom Kippur War and the oil crisis 
instead of our own rigidities - but 
the facts remain. . 

Within this miracle is an even bet- 
ter-kept secret. Granted that the 
whole country was in the dust in 
1948; but the real needy in the asb- 
heaps were the Sephardi immigrants 
who came in during the early years 
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of the state. Those who were de- 
stroyed by the socialist’s system 
sending them to development towns 
which never developed have re- 
mained needy. But those who set- 
tled in the coastal plain and made 
their way through the burgeoning 
black and unregulated parts of the 
economy did very well - much bet- 
ter, in aggregate. than their Ashke- 
nazi cousins. . 

The Sephardim - from Arab coun- 
tries and cultures, mark you - be- 
came the stali-holders, sbopkeep- 
ers, small traders, middlemen, 
entrepreneurs, and exploiters of all 
the niches that developed in the 
over-regulated mainstream econo- 
my. The Ashkenazim became clerks 
and salaried officials, in the govern- 
ment and Histadrut bureaucracies 
and in the oversized cartels in the 
government-inspired “private-sec- 
tor”, notably the empires of the 
three big banks. In the best case, 
they rose to be badly-paid managers 
living off the perks they scrabbled 
for themselves and moonlighting 
where they could, since taxes took 
so much of their pittance. 


THE OFFICIAL statistics, as- 
sembled by Ashkenazim, for Ash- 
kenazim, and based on the assump- 
tion that the rules imposed by the 
Ashkenazi establishment were be- 
ing uniformly observed, give a large- 
ly inaccurate picture of income flows 
and weaijth accumulation in the two 
parts of Israeli.society.

. Finally, a few words about the 
political system. For some time, be- 
cause of the British and American 
experiences, it was thought that eco- 
nomic free-market 
policies grew only in societies distin- 
guished by political freedom. The 
Asian tigers have shown that this is 
not the case and that free economies 
can be maintained even under auto- 
cratic iti Structures (Singa- 
pore), and certainly without democ- 
racy (Hong Kong, Taiwan). 

What is now being discussed, both 
in theory and in practice, is whether 
a society in which personal econom- 
ic well-being has risen sufficiently 
will not come to demand political 
freedom as the automatic next step. 
Events in South Korea, and to 2 
lesser extent in Taiwan, support this 
thesis - and some people claim that 
the same “syndrome” is at work even 
in some of the family-run countries 
around the Persian Gulf - but this 
remains debatable. 


FROM ALL the foregoing, we can 
suggest the ing pre pat- 
tern for how to turn the Gaza strip 
into an economic success story: 

The area has to be handed over 
with no economic strings attached. 
Only clear military rules are necces- 
sary, mainly that no army or heavy 
weapons are allowed. This is a key 
consideration in the whole scheme. 
since from the fact that Israel 
must insist that it will instantly move 
in if the residents obtain any military 
muscle, or cause any trouble 
through terrorism, the fact that de- 
fence expenditure will not be a bud- 
getary item is immensely useful in 
freeing resources for better uses. 
Whar we are looking for is a Hong 
Kong-type situation.

The main question then becomes 
who is going to run the place, since 
at this stage it is difficult to see who 
the local leadership is.

This can only be done by making 
Sure everyone understands the rules 
of the game, and why and how they 


stand to gain. There is a job here for - 


a major, and very professional, mar- 
keting operation to sel] the ideas 
involved to the locals at the grass 
roots level, by stressing that it offers 
a real, though limited, measure of 
independence, and the promise of 
prosperity rather than martyrdom. 
The prospect of a better life in this 
world, rather than a quick dash to 
the next one, should make most 
people think twice before signing up 
for some bunch of trouble-makers. 
But trouble-makers there will un- 
doubtedly be. They should be neu- 
tralized with money, from the coun- 
tries and organizations that must 
bankroll the plan -especially the 
IMF, the World Bank, Saudi Ara~ 
bia, and Kuwait. The Saudis will 
probably have to help directly in 
Setting up and running the police 
force, since the residents are unlike- 
ly to welcome Egyptian policemen, 

even after their 20-year absence. 
The political/military/security 85- 
pects, therefore, will all have to be 
imposed. without asking the locals 
what they think or want.

WHAT FOLLOWS are the main 
outlines of a policy package that 
could turn Gaza into an economic 
miracle, and eventually have a ma- 
jor influence on the Israeli economic 
Structure, as well as changing the 
terms of reference of the entire Pal- 
estinian problem: 

O Land Reform: The small 
amount of land available in the 
“strip” must be redistributed as equi- 


tably as possible among the current 
population. The existing private 
landowners will simply have to be 
dispossesed, while the state-owned 
land presents no problems in this 
regard. Quite large tracts must be 
set aside for industrial development. 
This scheme will ensure that every 
family immediately gets some assets 
- in its “account”. Development mon- 
for residential and commercial 


- building should be channeled to 


groups of people ized for this 
purpose, while leaving them free to 
build what they want, and how they 
want it. Inevitably, the egalitarian- 
ism of this reform will be rapidly 
undermined, as big money buys out 
smallholders, but this process of 
concentration will help industrial- 
ization and, more important, give 
the ex-refugess some cash equity im 
their hands. 

O Financial system: There is an 
urgent need for banks and other ba- 
sic financial institutions. Ideally, ex- 
isting Arab and other banks, wheth- 
er from Egypt.. the Gulf or even 
Turkey and Cyprus, should move in 
to Gaza - but no one can be forced 
to. If it's worthwhile, though, they 
will come soon enough. 

The initial period should see no 
regulation or control whatsoever; if 
there is to be a central bank, it 
should have as few teeth as possible 
to hinder the developmental pro- 

‘cess. Foreign capital will pour in to 
take advantage of the cheap labour 
and other comparative advant: 
(see below) that Gaza will offer. 
Exchange controls should be explic- 
itly ruled out, so that capital can 
flow in aod out freely. Since there 
will be no capital, at least initially, 
to flow out, there is no reason fo: 
exchange controls. ἃ 

Whether the local Gazan curren- 
cy becomes the legal tender in use, 
or whether they prefer some foreign 
unit, will be a secondary issue. If 
they then want to inflate their cur- 
rency to destruction, that’s their 
business. The foreign investment 
will be in real assets in the first 
stage. and if the local financial mar- 
kets take off, financial investment 
will follow. 

O The state budget: With no de- 
fence budget beyond police, no 


facility with generous terms. The fa- 
cility has got to be funded by the 
Arab Gulf states as their belated 
contribution to Palestinian well-be- 
ing, and as very partial compensa- 
tion for the misery their past abusive 
policy to the Palestinian people has 
caused. 

Whether others should partiti- 
pate -Israel, Egypt, the U-S., etc. - 
is open to discussion. in any event, 
no policy strings should be attached. 
The money should all go to roads. ἃ 
major port, a large airport and, 
above all, the best telecommunica- 
tions systems money can buy. The 
tenders for all these projects must . 
be open to all comers, from Mitsubi- 
shi, through Bechtel, and even to 


“Solel Boneh, and should be man- 


aged by the World Bank. 

The operating budget, as distinct 
from the development budget. 
should ideally remain a modest af- 
fair. since ministries of meddle. in 
industry, tourism, housing and so 
on, should not be desired. If, how- 
ever, Gaza wants to build a massive 
network of subsidies and resource 
allocation, with ministries of plan- 
ning and interference, that, again, is 
going to be its probiem.

O Taxation: Here, too, if they 
want to prosper they should keep 
things in small doses. No excise du- 
ties or import taxes of any kind, 
income tax at low rates for individ- 
uals and companies, and a reason- 
able VAT (5-8 per cent) should be 
more than enough to produce the 
revenues the government will need. 

O Industrial policy: Preferably 
none. With land going free to start 
with, and labour very cheap, plus a 
free trade policy and guaranteed ac- 
to Arab, European, and Ameri- 
can markets, there should be no 
need to build a system of state-spon- 
sored preferences. Above all, if they 
want to make progress, the Gazans 
should avoid planners who believe 
they can "pick winners.” Let inves- 
tors determine what to put money 
into, The only important watchdogs 
they need, apart from the Israelis 
and Egyptians who will make sure 
that no military industry emerges, is 
from the group of Mediterranean 
countries who will monitor potential 
pollutants and insist on ecological 
safeguards at least equal to those in 
southern European countries.

O Protection of infant industries: 
This anti-free market policy has be- 
come accepted as a neccessary ele- 
ment to promote export-led growth 
in would-be "miracle economies.” 
By the same token, it is also clear 
that when these economies move 
toward maturity, they are slow to 
remove the protective barriers, to 
the detriment of both themselves 


and their trading ers. The rul- 
ing council, or whatever it will be 
called, should therefore use protec- 


tion, while ensuring that the protec- 
tive framework be kept as flexible as 
possible, so that if all goes well it can 
be eased away further down the de- 
velopmental road. s 
(Continned on Page 18;

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IT IS DECEMBER 14,1988. A cor- 
porat of the Οἰνεῖ infantry brigade 
lowers a pair of night-vision binocu- 
lars from his eyes and spits a fat 
circle on the ground. He has spent 
nearly the whole of his IDF service 
in the junkyard called Gaza, and he 
will turn 20 next month, if he makes 
it through this night. 

Below him, in ἃ former slag-hut 
neighbourhood bulldozed into a 
Staging area for armoured personnel 
carriers, members of the corporal's 
unit check their equipment under 
floodlight towers. When dawn 
comes they will ride shotgun over 
the Israeli withdrawal from Khan 
Yunis, just as they did tast week 
during the pullout from Deir el-Ba- 
lah, and the week before that, from 
Rafiah-- 

The corporal, a Givatayim boy, 
watches his breath turn white in the 
freezing, oddly dry wind. For the. 
last three months, while IDF clerks 
crated and sealed whole forests of 
Civil Administration files on water 
usage and marriage-licence re- 
quests, the corporal and his squad 
have stood guard outside, the safety 
catches of their rifles permanently 
teleased, their index fingers cal- 
joused where they course along the 
sides of the triggers. 

The corporal tells himself that it's 
almost over, that 18 hours from now 
the unit will be back in its long- 
unused encampment on a thankfully 
desolate Negev flat. 

Through the binoculars, he 
watches a Gazan about his age pre- 
pare to set out for a job in Israel, 
knowing that for the local youth, the 
hell on earth that is this place's lot 

‘on a good day is about to take a 
roller-coaster turn for the worse. 


ALREADY, in areas evacuated by 
the Israelis, signs of the rumoured 
post-independence reign of terror 
have been all too evident to 
residents. 

Locals suspected of having earned 
handsome sums as shtinkerim, in- 
formers for the Shin Bet, have been 
found torn to pieces in alleys near 
their homes, impaled on stakes 
alongside major throughfares, or 
delivered to the homes of other sus- 
pected collaborators, in states’ of 
bloated decomposition. 

For over a year now, since the 
granting of independence began to 
take on shades of a real possibility, 
graphic anxieties concerning the 
coming bloodbath have prompted a 
fever of emigration rivalling even 
that of the initial period of the Israe- 
li occupation, when as many as one 
out of four residents left the Strip for 
Jordan, the Gulf States, and 
elsewhere. 

Bowing, in the end, to pressure 
from both American Arab and Jew- 
ish lobbies, the U.S. government 
agreed to grant refugee status to 
Gazans who chose to emigrate. In 
some areas, entire neighbourhoods 
emptied, reflecting the desire of ex- 
tended family groups to remain 
together. 

‘The emigration option proved es-_ 
pecially attractive to the large num- 
bers of young Gaza academics 
forced to work in menial jobs in 
Israel for lack of suitable employ- 
ment opportunities. 

Long before the American deci- 
sion, however, Gazans torn be- 
tween local terror pressures to resist 
the occupation and Israeli “get 
tough” policies that seemed to strike 
more forcibly against moderates 
than against extremist elements, be- 
gan to establish refugee camps in 
reverse, settling in unused Negev 
urban and moshav housing, with the 
tacit approval of the Israeli govern- 
ment if not the enthusiasm of their 
new neighbours. 


JHE PRACTICE began during

ers in Negev development towns 
and farms began finding shelter for 
employees unable or unwilling to 
return to Gaza in the evenings. 

A Khan Yunis cab-driver, who 
works for a prominent Western Ne- 
gev yeshiva, recalls: i 

“After a while, I couldn't work 
any more. If there was a balagan, a 
disturbance, in the Khan Yunis 
camp, the army imposed a curfew. If 
there was no curfew, boys threw 
rocks, even a bed-frame on the taxi. 
They told me some days that if I 
tried to go to work, they would burn 
the car. : 

"Even if I got to work, I couldn't 
go home. As soon as I passed into 
Gaza, the army would stop me, take 
my identity card, and put me to 
work for hours and hours clearing 
away the barricades. While I did 
that, boys came and threw rocks at 
me. Then the officer would come 
back and scream, ‘I thought I told 
you to clean this area. What are 
these rocks doing here? 

“They even tried to force us to 
knock on people’s doors at 10 
o'clock at night to get them to clean 
the burning tyres and the hot metal 
pieces off the roads. I told the offi- 
cer, I'll work longer, please, but if 
you make me knock on doors [Ἴ] be 
killed. He knew that, but he told me 
that if I didn’t do it, I would go on 
trial for resisting an order. 

“I couldn't do what he said, so 1 
kept working, for hours. He didn't 
arrest me, but when I finished I 
didn’t go home, since the same thing 
would have happened another 
metres from there. 

“| went back outside of Gaza, and 
slept in the taxi in front of the yeshi- 
va for a week. I decided that as soon 
as we were allowed, we would all 
move over to Israel." ~ 


ANOTHER, THOUGH largely 
theoretical, source of substantial 
emigration is the fundamentalist Is- 
lamic apparatus, with its profound 
ideological and, more recently, fi- 
nancial ties to the regime in Iran. 

Though the more than a dozen 
fundamentalist groups in the Strip 
vary in their focus and preferred 
means of action, a number have 
been conducting intensive paramili- 
tary training, ostensibly to send 
waves of young volunteers to the 
war against [raq. 

But some Israeli analysts believe 
that the real purpose of the Islamic 
cadres is to serve as shock troops for 
a Khomeni-style fundamentalist 
revolution, once the unifying force 
of the universally-hated occupation 
has dissipated. 

Though the prospective leader- 
ship of the Strip has swom nominal 
fealty to an Arafat-led coalition of 
aging PLO veterans, communists, 
students, and a smattering of old- 
time Nasserites and largely discred- 
ited pro-Jordanian “notables,” the 
iron disciplin¢ of the fundamental- 
ists. their sense of immutable desti- 
ny. their widespread popular sup- 
port, no less than their conversion of 
Mosques into munition factories, ar-" 
mouries and training bases. must to

After all, senior IDF sources are 
quick to note, of all institutions in 
the Strip, from private houses to 
schools and businesses, only the reli- 
gious apparatus has retained immu- 
nity from the pressures and physical 
invasions of the Israeli security 
forces and the PLO's multitude of 
local offshoots. 

The outward semblance of unity 
(“One flag, one people, one Pales- 
tine”) notwithstanding, a process of 
gradual cantonization has long been 
in progress in Gaza, with increasing- 
ly strong local identities emerging, 
and‘ constant behind-the-scenes

THE PROCESS might have been 
apparent much sooner, and might 
have come to violent expression, lo- 
cal observers point out, had it not

ethnic mosaic and the lightning- 
presence of tens of thousands of Is- 
raeli soldiers. 

Apart from its role as the sole 
focus of Palestinian consensus, the 
IDF has also functioned as a demili- 
tarization force, until recently effec- 
tively limiting the presence of explo- 
sive materials and most forms of 
weaponry. 

But as the Israeli pullout pro- 
ceeds, new divisions and pressures 
have come to the fore. Allegiance to 
extended families and related issues 
of honour, though always a consid- 
erable factor in Gaza murder statis- 
tics, now provide both pretext and 
justification for the maintenance of 
neighbourhood militias. 

In the northern Gaza City quarter 
called Seja’iya, for example, whose 
inhabitants are considered tougher 
than those of any other area in the 
territories, an entire residential 
block was put to the torch in a post- 
pullout culmination of a decade- 
long feud. ‘ 

Another potential source of con- 
tention is the fate of the broad cen- 
tral and southern Gaza farmlands 
suddenly thrown up for grabs by the 
withdrawl. Presently, Gaza's enor- 
mous population is shoe-horned 
into what amounts to only two thirds 
of the Strip’s total land area, which 
is itself so small that no less than 15 
Gaza Strips would fit into the area 
of the West Bank.

Yes, the nightly reports of Israel's 
attempts to quell the disturbances 
have been very unfavourable to Is- 
tae]. But the reporters sending these 
accounts are for the most part veter- 
an correspondents based in Jerusa- 
lem and Tel Aviv. Many have been 
in Israel for years. They are not anti- 
Israel and certainly not anti-Semitic. 
Many are Jewish and personally 
quite sympathetic to- Israel's 
predicament. 

For the most part, their reports 
echo what is appearing in the Israeli 
press. Israeli journalists and their 
foreign counterparts basically see 
eye-to-eye on the situation. 

Outstanding print journalists as 
Thomas Friedman and John Kifner 
of The New York Times, Gienn 
Frankel of the Washington Post, 
Dan Fisher of the Los Angeles 
Times, Andrew Meisels of The 
Washington Times, Milan Kubic of 
Newsweek magazine and Johanna 
McGeary of Time magazine cannot 
accurately be labelled as “anti-Isra- 
el.” They are doing their job in the 
best traditions of the profession. 

Indeed, this is privately and 
grudgingly recognized by Israeli of- 
ficials who have been carefully mon- 
itoring the U.S. news media's cover- 
age of the riots. 

But where many Israeli officials 
and some elements in the American 


they claim, has been one-sided — 
showing only the Israeli troops 
pouncing on the Arab demonstra- 
tors.

LOS ANGELES - Day in, day out, 
the networks’ evening news pro- 
grammes seem to replay the same 
segment, varying only in details:

“The press is killing us, we're dy- 
ing in the papers, and Conrad’ is 
crucifying us,” wails one prominent 
pro-Israel activist. Paul Conrad is 
the editorial cartoonist for the Times 
and discussions on media bias usual- 
ly begin by referring to two of his 
recent cartoons. 

One showed a Magen David con- 
structed entirely of linked rifles. In 
the second, a fat rabbinical-looking 
man stands on the back of a pros- 
trate figure labelled “Palestinians.” 
In his hand, the fat Jew holds a sign 
reading “Save Soviet Jews.” 

As the reaction to the cartoons 
indicates, the Times bias lies less in 
the reports filed by the paper's cor- 
respondent in Jerusalem, than in the 
prominence given his stories and ac- 
companying wire service photos, 2s 
well as an “anti-Israel” slant on the 
editorial and op-ed pages.

CERTAINLY. there is a built-in 
double standard at play against Isra- 
el -- as 31} serious journalists recog~ 
nize. Israel is assessed by higher 
standards than other countries in the 
region for a number of reasons. 

News is where there are news 
people. There are hundreds of re- 
porters, cameramen, photogra- 
phers, soundmen, field producers, 
technicians and others roaming 
around Israel and the territories in 
search of stories. They have rela- 
tively free access to the action, and 
excellent communications facilities 
to transmit their stories. There is 
also great interest in the U.S. about 
what is happening in Israel. The 
combination, of course, means 
front-page and prime-time news. 

Worse things, no doubt, are going 
on elsewhere in the Middle East and 
around the world, but much of that 
will never be news. For example, no 
Western reporters are permitted 
free access to cover the Iran-Iraq 
war, a brutal war now in its eighth 
year. Iran sends 12-year-old boys to 
the front, marching ahead of tanks 
and armoured personnel carriers to

Milhem’s is far from being the 
only voice that has been raised by 
Israeli Arabs to protest the contin- 
ued occupation in the territories and 
the use of lethal force to keep con- 
trol thete. Many, if not most, of the 
Dearly 700,000 Arabs living within 
the Green Line hold similar opin- 
lons. This was graphically .demon- 
strated by their widespread support 
for last “month's violence-marred 
“Peace Day” strike in solidarity 
with residents of the territories. 

, This also shows that Israeli Arabs 
ἸῺ general have not, in the 40 years 
since the establishment of the State, 
abandoned or forgotten their Pales- 
tinian roots. Further evidence of this 
is provided by Milhem's compan- 
ions, three other prominent and in- 
fluential residents of Nazareth — Dr. 
Habib Bolus, a teacher of Arabic 
at the St. Joseph’s high school, Vio- 
lette Khonry, a well-known pharma- 
cist, and her autbor-husband Habib. 

The speakers, despite their differ- 
ent political affiliations and religious 
backgrounds, unanimously support 
the need for Palestinians to have a 
state while they stress their irrevoca- 
ble attachment to the land of (and to 
their homes in) Israel. 

“Tm an Israeli and a Palestinian 
Arab and I have been for many 
years,” declares Khoury, a Chris- 
tian who does voluntary social work 
in addition to owning and running a 
pharmacy. 

“In the first decade following the 
establishment of the State, Arabs 
living in Israel lost their identity and 
we had to try and find ourselves. 
Now we are totally Palestinian and 
totally Israeli. It may sound contra- 
dictory, but it’s not. Despite the fact 
that this is our home and our land, 
we have accepted Israeli society, al- 
though not all Jews accept us and 
some don’t even know we exist. 

“We have lived as Israelis through 
all the wars in the past 40 years, 
despite the discrimination we have 
suffered and against which we bave 
fought within the framework of the 
law.

Most of 
the people in Nazareth feel the same 
way.” 

Dr. Bolus, who earned 2 mas- 
ter's degree at Haifa University be- 
fore going on to complete his doc- 
torate in East Germany, believes 
that the government is to blame for 
barming co-existence because of its 
policies in the territories. The situa- 
tion bas been further exacerbated by 
the threats of transfer and remarks 
made by government leaders, in- 
cluding President Chaim Herzog, in 
the aftermath of the strike of the 
Israeli Arab sector. 

He maintains that the strike was a 
success, despite the scenes of clashes 
between stone-throwing youths and 

lice in Nazareth, near Umm el- 
Fahm, Jaffa and Lod.

FIFTY YEARS after it was founded 
in order to “throw light on the past 
of man in Palestine,” the Rockefel- 
ler Museum marked its jubilee this 
week in a modest ceremony that 
᾿ focused on war, murder and interna- 


tional politics. 


Archeologists and members of 
the Government Antiquities De- 
partment who gathered in the muse- 
um’s boardroom on Wednesday 
heard Avraham Biran describe how 
he and two other veterau members 
of the archeological community had 
been woken at dawn on the second 
day of the Six Day War by calls from 
Carmella Yadin informing them 
that Israeli troops were due to reach 
the Rockefeller in a few hours. Her 
husband, archeologist Yigael Ya- 
din, was serving as military adviser 
to prime minister Levi Eshkol. He 
suggested that the three attempt to 
reach the museum with the troops. 

Uppermost in their minds, said 
Biran, was the prospect of finding 
Dead Sea Scrolls known to be in 
Jordanian possession. He, Yosef 
Aviram and Nahman Avigad pre- 
sented themselves within an hour to 
Col. Mordechai Gur, commander of 
the paratroop brigade which had 
broken through the Jordanian lines 


the previous night. 


They found Gur conducting the 
battle at one of its most critical 
points from his command post on a 
roof in the Beit Yisrael quarter. He 
was too distracted to respond to 
their request but when they re- 
turned at about 10 a.m. he agreed to 
take them across in his half-track. 
As they approached, they were fired

RAJA SHEHADEH is a well- 
known lawyer in the West Bank. 
Like his murdered father, Aziz She- 
hadeh, one of the most famous law- 
yers in the area, Raja, 35, is an 
exception to his generation. 

Both father and son had original 
ideas about the ways and means of 
solving the Palestinian problem. 
Raja is one of the heads of the Ra- 


mailah-based “Τῆς Law in the Ser-~ 


vice of Man™ institute, which at- 
tempts to protect civil rights and 
liberties in the territories. 

More than five years ago, he pub- 
lished a book entitled The Third 
Way. Raja's “way” then was stead- 
fast attachment (sumud) to the land, 
without using violent methods on 
the one hand and without collabo- 
rating with the Israelis, on the other. 

In the wake of the latest distur- 
bances and riots in the occupied ter- 
ritories, I asked Raja Shehadeh 
whether the “third way” is still 
viable. 

Following are his comments: 

“There was a policy which was 
working that was established by the 
late Moshe Dayan, to stay away 
from peoples’ lives as much as possi- 
ble, to retain some fevel of polite- 
ness, to allow at least a certain sec- 
tor, or sectors, of society (they 
happen to be important ones) to get 
the feeling that they can go on with 
their work. Now this is all gone. 

“As far as I am concerned, the 
administration — and I am not talk- 


ing about the military, I am not talk- 
ing about the so-called Civil Admin- 
istration -- had been taken over by 
Gush Emunim. Ephraim Sneh, the 
former head of the civil adminis- 
traion in the West Bank, was the last 
decent man. Sneh could not take it 
any longer. I was trying to see the 
other day if I could think of one 
decent man in the administration 
with whom I have to work, whom I 
can call in times of catastrophe. I 
cannot think of one. 

“The general feeling of all the 
population here is that they have 
nothing to lose. I always like to 
stress that it’s oot just the level of 
the brutality which is seen in the 
confrontations between army and 
civilians, Those involved are only a 
few com ἃ to the others who 
have to suffer the administrative 
‘war of attrition’ waged by the Israe- 
lis in the territories. The massive 
brutalities are few; the rest of the 


people have to face, daily adminis- - 


trative difficulties. They need a per- 
mit, their shop is attacked by the tax 
people who are very brutal. The 
shopowners are taxed very heavily 
because they cannot get a licence to 
export or import. The behaviour of 
the tax people here is much different 
than inside Israel: They. along with: 
the Border Police, come and storm 
your place like mad, take everything 
and say, ‘You have to pay that 
amount.” We can do nothing about 
it. 


‘We have nothing to lose’ 


“ONE CANNOT have ἃ normal life 
anymore. Before, in the legal advi- 
sor’s Office of the Civil Administra- 


tion, you had people who were de- ὦ 


cent, whom you could speak to and 
with whom you could argue back 
and forth. That was important. I 
knew what the policy was, he knew 
what the policy was, we spoke about 
it. There was an assumption that we 
had to work together. That assump- 
tion is gone. There is such blindness, 
such hatred toward Palestinian Ar- 
abs that you cannot any longer pen- 
etrate it. 


“At one time, I went to a certain’ 


officer in the Civil Administration 
and I asked him, ‘Why do I have to 
leave my humanity and decency be- 
hind the gate every time I come to 
see you?’ 1 talked to him about the 
behaviour of the guards at the gate. 
I told him that [ am coming here asa 
lawyer and every time I come here, I 
have to be humiliated. 

“How are we being humiliated? 
First of all, you go into an Israeli 
office that has to deal with the local 
inhabitants. You greet the person 
and the person does not want to 
greet you. That to me is the worst 
possible situation. Secondly, you 
want something from him and ‘he

says, " am busy.” You feet that you 
are not wanted, you don’t exist and 
they are looking through you, that 
you are a burden. And then you try 
to phone him and he is never there 
according to his secretary: ‘He isin a 
meeting,’ ‘He cannot talk to you 
now’ are the most common answers. 

“It seems that most of their time, 
if not all their time. is dedicated to 
meetings. And 1 do not want to see 
them for social reasons but in order 
to do my work as a lawyer. But they 
cannot talk to me because they have 
other things, maybe much more im- 
portant ones, to deal with. Some- 
times it takes months to reach a 
certain person in the administration, 
and when you finally reach him, he 
tells you that he is busy. 

“I do not know how to call the 
recent events in the territories but 
whatever is the appropriate name 
for a civil uprising of people, which 
expresses a genuine feeling of ‘We 
can’t take it any more’ and which is 
not organized and is spontaneous — 
whatever the name is for such an 
uprising, this is what it should be. 


‘The ‘failure ‘of all peace initiatives 
made everybody here think that, 
“We are absolutely desperate, we 
are exploited, we are harassed, our 
houses demolished and nothing is 
working to change our situation. 
There is no political. solution, no- 
body [to help] from the outside, and 
unless we do it ourselves, nobody is 
going to care.” 

“It’s not-just the shabab — the 
youngsters in the streets. It is wide- 
spread, it’s all over and I cannot 
imagine anybody in all sincerity and 
honesty saying that he is unhappy 
that people are finally taking action. 


“MY PERSONAL feeling is that 
there is no way to g0 around it but to 
say that the occupation is an evil 
that has to be stopped, and if [the 
unrest] is going to continue and if it 
will help to put an end to this night- 
Mare called occupation, then it is 


good. 

“You have big machinery in the 
form of administration, in the form 
of legal maneuvers that have been 
devised over the iast 20 years. You 
have roads, infrastructure, settle- 
ments, a big. big programme of col- 
onization. And now we are sending 
“a message, a clear message, that this 


pro; me of colonization is not 
going to be tolerated by the people. 
Tr’s not going to go on without caus- 
ing an expense to Israeli society. It's 
going to be very expensive for Israel 
if it goes on. That message had been 
sent before — maybe it has never 


been clear to the same extent. The - 


Israelis heard it from many people. 
it was written in shocking books. 
But the programme continued. 
“So it is difficult to believe that 
this time of all times {the situation 
is] going simply either to stop or 
reverse. That bulldozer is going on 
and destroying everything in its way. 


“I want to say. let the Israelis _ 


understand what is happening, syt- 
pathize with our daily suffering. see 
us as human beings, see that there is 
acolonization project that no decent

“Tt is offensive at every hour of 
the day when you look at the road 
signs and you see, ‘Shomron Coun- 
cil’, ‘Judea Police,” ‘Ramallah’ and 
‘Beit El’ together ...

TRAVELLING between Israel and the United 
States, as I have been doing for some years, always 
entails something of a culture shock in both loca- 
tions, a need to readjust to the many differences 
between the two societies. On returning to Israel 
fast week, what I found also shocking, and sadden- 

. ing, was a certain sameness. Israel and the United 
States are now alike -- in their ceaseless condemna- 
tion of Israel. 

Istael-bashing is a common feature of the Ameri- 
can scene. It be found daily in the Los Angeles 
Times and the Washington Post; in occasional re- 
marks by some of the presidential candidates and 
their supporters; in the carefully coded prose of the 
“balanced” State Department and the often unbal- 
anced Department of Defence: even in public 
statements by Jewish academics and by some mem- 
bers of the Jewish establishment. That is to say 
nothing, of course, of the proceedings of the Unit- 
ed Nations and its constituent bodies. Now, Israel- 
bashing, like so much else American, has become 
popula; in Israel. 

‘What we are displaying is the Karamazov Syn- 
drome: a compound of debauchery and laceration, 
materialism and other-worldliness, self-righteous- 
ness and self-flagellation, extreme. nationalism and 
clericalism which are matched by the unconditional 
surrender of the idea of a Jewish state. All of these 
replace a realistic assessment of moral aspirations 
and possible attainments. 

The Karamazov Syndrome is more than the fa- 
miliar struggle between the yetzer hatov and the 

 yetzer hara, The struggle is carried on in such a way 
that the survival and integrity of the personality is 
threatened. Psychology knows the pattern as iden- 
tifying with the aggressor, sociology sees.it-in.the

THE AMERICAN image of Israe] -- increasingly 
our own self-image — is shaped by an Arab obses- 
sion. Everything is seen only in relation to the 
condition of the Arabs, Whether they are in Israel 
or in the territories is irrelevant; the difference is 
now as blurred as the Arab League has always 
wanted it to be. In this image, the whole State of 
Israel lies on “Arab land.” We are not a free 
people governing ourselves in our own land, but 
merely Jewish overlords of di innocent 
Azab natives. From a moral standpoint, all that 
matters io this image is our relation to the Arabs, 
not their relation to us or ours to one another. 

Caught up in America’s World Series and Super 
Bowl mania, when I mentioned that Israel had won 
the European Basketball Championship a few 
years ago, the response was, “Were there any 
Arabs on your team?” The obsession was not dis- 
pelled by my reply, “No, but our American blacks 
were better than the opposing American blacks.” 
On being introduced as a professor at the Universi- 
ty of. Haifa, I was usually met with, “How many 
have?” or “Are there any 
Arabs in your faculty?” These are ‘legitimate ques- 
tions, but they are not always appropriate as first 
questions, and they are certainly not the only ques- 
tions worth asking. 

Many American Jews -- to their credit — gave

freely and courageously to the cause of the black 
minority. That I came to IsraeJ, not on behalf of the 


. Arab minority, but so that I could live as a member 


of the majority, was often felt by American Jews to 
be, if not downright immoral, of dubious moral 
standing. The Karamazovs among us agree. 

For American Jews, their Arab obsession gener- 
ates their right to criticize Israel. And criticism 
invariably invokes the prophetic tradition of social 
ethics, The consensus is that Israel has abandoned 
that tradition and is even betraying it — opinion 
differs only on whether there is a right to say so 
publicly, the principle one hears being that Jews 
should defend Israel as if she’had no friends and 
criticize ber as if she had no enemies. 

That principle compensates a tragic fact with a 
dangerous fiction. Karamazovs thrive on fictions; 
the prophets were more realistic. The prophet who 
exhorted us, “Wash you, make you clean!” also 
found it important to say, “Be comforted, be com- 
forted, O my people!" What comfort is offered by 
today's guardians of Israel's morality?

Withholding applause or public support 
does not constitute censorship, while my acknowl- 
edging your right to say something does not forfeit 
my right to find what you say contemptible, aad 
undeserving of an allocation of public funds to pay 
for it. 


THEATRE certainly has the right to freedom of 
expression, as do the press, television, universities, 
religious bodies, and whoever else has something 
to express. What distinguishes the theatre is not a 
special right but the unique contribution it can 
make. Hamlet’s formulation of the role of the 
theatre is hard to improve upon: ‘To hold, as 
‘twere, the mirror up to nature; to show virtue her 
own feature, scorn her own image, and the very age 
and body of the time his form and pressure.” 

A mirror that only a distorted image is 
i worth. All art selects, and by focus- 
ing on what it has selected inevitably exaggerates. 
The question is always whether tbe distortions 
heighten expressiveness or counterfeit it, clarify 
meanings or blur them, disclose to the very age and 
body of the time his form and pressure or cloak 
these, whether in the garments of conventionality 
or of the counter-culture. :

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Harmonious rotation 


The Tora portion this week is Va- 
era (Exodus 6:2-9:35). 


ONE OF the major factors in the 
liberation of the Israelites from 
Egyptian bondage was the harmoni- 
gus collaboration between the two 
leaders, Moses and Aaron. 

At the very outset, as God 
charges Moses with the mission to 
go to Pharaoh and demand the re- 
lease of the Israelites, he teams him 
up with his brother Aaron who is 
known as one “who can speak 
weil.” Moreover, and this borders 
on the miraculous: “Behold, he 
[Aaron] is on his way to meet you, 
and when he sees you, he will be 
glad in his heart” (Exodus 4:14-16). 

God assured Moses, according to 
Rashi, that though Aaron was the 
elder brother he would not envy 
Moses nor compete with him. When 


. they meet, Aaron kisses his brother, 


akiss that will remain for a long time 
a sign of loyalty and closeness. 

Except for a few instances of dis- 
serit (i.e. in the story of the Golden 
Calf and the sudden death of Aar- 
on's sons), remarkable harmony 
prevails between them over several 
decades. At times they appear as 
Aaron and Moses (ibid., 6:62), Aar- 
on first and then Moses; at other 
times, as Moses and Aaron (7:6). 
They discharge their respective du- 
ties one at a time, in rotation. Al- 
ways with full cooperation and mu- 
tual Sct and trust. 

The early rabbis (Mekhilta, Bo; 
Tosefta, end of Kritut) suggest that 
Tora deliberately alternates the or- 
der of their names, to indicate that 
Moses and Aaron are in fact of 
equal stature, or, at least, so they 
view each other. 

The rotation of the “‘first place" 
‘was not pre-: according to 
the length of time, but according to 
the particular needs of the moment. 
There were times when Moses" lead- 
ership was needed; other times, 
Aaron was the right person. What is 
noteworthy is that there was a clear 
division of authority. with Moses as 
king and tegislator and Aaron as 
high priest. 

This separation between Temple 
and State prevailed throughout Jew- 
ish history, with the exception of the 
Hasmonean era, when priesthood 
and kingship were merged, and the 
phenomenon was severely criticized 
by ᾿Ξ rabbis (see TB Kidushin 
70b).

‘Baltimore, Maryland). It refers to' 
the verses that appear at the end of 
the genealogical lists of the two 
leaders: : 
“It is the same Aaron and 
Moses to whom the Lord 
said, ‘Bring forth the Israelites 
from the land of Egypt’... It 
was they who spoke to Pha- 
raoh king of Egypt to free the 
Israelites... These are the 
same Moses and Aaron” 
(Ex., 6:26-27). 


Moses and Aaron are indeed of 
equal importance, says Rabbi Hertz- 
berg, but they were not equally ca- 
pable of performing the same tasks. 
When the Israelites had to be spo- 
ken to conceming their release from 
bondage, it was Aaron's job. Had 
Moses spoken, they might have dis- 
regarded his call (as they indeed did, 
ie ee 6:9). 

ey might have ed that it 
was easy Ha him to make speeches 
about the great value of liberty. be- 
cause he lived in the palace of Pha- 
raoh or in self-imposed political ex- 
ile in “Midian, while they were 
suffering the pain and degradation 
of slavery. Aaron, who had been 
one of them all these years, was the 
right person to address the 
Israelites. 

On the other hand, when the time 
came to speak to Pharaoh, Moses 
was best qualified to make the right 
connections and present the de- 
mands for the liberation. 

There are other times during this 
rotation between Moses and Aaron 
when Aaron was chosén to perform 
tasks usually performed by Moses. 
_ Three out of the “ten plagues” 
inflicted on Egypt were brought on 
by Aaron. They were: blood, frogs, 
and lice. To bring on the first two, 
the waters of E, had to be 
stricken (7:19;8:1) and for the third, 
the earth had to be stricken. In all of 
these, it is Aaron, and not Moses, 
who does the striking. Why so? 

__ Say the rabbis in several midrash- 
im (Mishnat R' Eliezer, 19; Tan- 
huma Va-era, 14: et al.): “The Holy 
One blessed-be-He said to Moses: 
the water that saved you when you 
were thrown into the river and the 
earth which protected you when you 
hid the slain Egyptian. should not be 
hit by you! And the Lord said to 


Moses, say to Aaron: Take your rod 
and hold out your arm over the wa- 
ters of Egypt, etc.” 

The Mussarniks (a 19th century 
Jewish pietistic movement) learn 
from here that even towards an in- 
animate object from which a person 
had derived some benefit or plea- 
sure, one must show gratitude and 
avoid causing it harm or insult, even 
though it could sense no pain. How 
much more must we be mindful to 
acknowledge and express gratitude 
for favours we receive from living 
people. To be a k'fui tova, someone 
who denies or forgets the favours 
dove to him, is considered one of 
the most negative character-traits by 
Jewish tradition. 

Gratitude must be expressed even 
to inanimate objects. The Talmud 
(TB Baba Kamma, 92b) states that 
“One must not throw clods into a 
weil from which he had drank.” Al- 
though this was quoted in the Tal- 
mud as a metaphor for people from 
whose wells you drank or received 
benefits, its litera! meaning is not 
lost as well (see Shita Mekubetzet, 
ad, loc.). 

Birds and animals, too, deserve 
the same consideration. We must 
show them our gratitude and reward 
them for benefits we have derived 
from them. Non-kosher meat is to 
be offered to the dogs as a reward 
for their keeping silent when the 
Israelites came out of Egypt (see 
Exodus 11:7; 22:30; Mekilta and TB 
Pesahim 22a). Food is traditionally 
Offered to the birds during the Sab- 
bath on which the story in the Tora 
concerning manna is read (Exodus, 
Beshalach). 

‘When Moses warmed the people 
that there would be no manna on 
the Sabbath day, his sly opponents 
went out at dawn to the fields and 
spread about some of the “heavenly 


. bread” which they had gathered the 


Previous day, in order to prove that 
Moses was wrong. Before the 
people had a chance, however, to 
awaken in the moming, the birds 
came and ate up the food. They 
were duly rewarded for this with the 
leftovers of our Sabbath “cholent™ 
as a token of appreciation. 

This sensitivity lived and devel- 
oped not only within the Jewish folk 
mentality: but was stressed in the 
classical sources as well. “You shall 
not abhor an Epyptian because you 
were a stranger in his land” (Deu- 
teronomy 23:8). On the one hand 
we are ordained to remember the 
terrible hardships we endured in 
Egypt; on the other, we must not 
hate the Egyptian, as we also must 
remember living among them after 


being welcomed as strangers. The 
deep feelings of pain and chagrin 
must not be allowed to extinguish 
the sense of gratitude. 

Sometimes. years may pass be- 
fore a good deed is rewarded. The 
Jewish people has always been en- 
dowed with a good memory. Jews 
remember for a long time both those 
who have harmed them and those 
who have, helped them. 

Saul, the first king of Israel, set 
‘out to settle an old account with 
Amaiek. At the same time he sends 
@ message to the Kenites, saying: 
“Go away. leave the Amalekites. so 
that I do not destroy you along with 
them; for you showed kindness to ali 
the Israelites when they came out of 
Egypt” (1 Samuel 15:6). 

Thus, two separate accounts, the 
account with Amalek and that of the 
descendants of Jethro, were settled, 
at one and the same time. As one 
must avenge evil, one must reward 
goodness. The latter is usually much 
easier forgotten or likely to be over- 
looked.

BELIEVE IT or not. but every 
week lately I start off determined to 
eschew writing about Mabat and 
Moked, and to concentrate on com- 
edies. But I find that the situation is 
so grim that it is impossible to avoid 
it. Now let's try to forget it for a 
while, and to look for anodynes. 

Pride of place this week must 20 
to Educational television's Pyg- 
malion, with Peter O'Toole acting 
the part of Prof. Higgins and Margot 
Kidder. that of Eliza Doolittle. Con- 
sidering that Shaw wrote the play 75 
years ago as ἃ good-natured satire 
on British society, it is remarkable 
how brilliantly it stands up to the 
passage of time and the social 
changes that have taken place in 
England. 

The truth is that the story of the 
irascible but lovable professor, who 
transforms the deliciously dirty 
flower-girl into a radiant imitation 
duchess, is so human and funny that 
it transcends satire. 

It was a curious experience to 
watch a new version of Pygmalion 
on film after seeing My Fair Lady on 
the stage (in English and Hebrew) 
and on film several times. Jay and 
Lerner did such a consummate job 
integrating music into Shaw's text. 
and the words of the songs are so 
good and apt, generally flowing 
straight from Shaw's dialogue, that I 
constantly expected the characters 
to burst into song. Then it was im- 
possible not to compare the inter- 
pretations of O'Toole and Kidder 
with those of Rex Harrison, Julie 
Andrews and Audrey Hepburn. 

They passed the test with flying 
colours. I think that it would be a 
good idea for Educational Televi- 
sion to show us the film now. 

One interesting reflection that 
struck me while watching the film 
was how swearwords have declined 
in force. When Eliza said “Not 
bloody likely,” it was sensational. 
By the time My Fair Lady was pro- 
duced, “bloody” was as unsanguin- 
ary as a lily, so Jay and Lerner intro- 
duced the wonderful Ascot scene. 
where Eliza urges her horse to 
“move your blooming arse.” 

What could an updated version of 
Eliza use now to shock us? People of

No action against 
Amos as national

TEL AVIV - The Israel Tennis As- 
sociation will take no disciplinary 
measures against Amos Mansdorf 
over his absence from the ITA’s oft- 
postponed 1987 National Closed 
Championships, which are finally 
taking place in Jerusalem next 
week. Weather permitting, men's 
and women’s singles qualifying com- 
petition starts today at 2 p.m. at Tel 
Aviv'’s Kiryat Ha'tennis. Mansdorf 
won the singles title in 1986, ending 
Shlomo Glickstein’s nine-year reign 
as champion. 

Association chairman David Har- 
nik told said yesterday:""Some mem- 
bers of the ITA management com- 
mittee did call for action to be taken 
against Amos, but in the end their 
cali did not come up for a vote. 


“Amos informed us last month 
that he did not anticipate being back 
home from the Australian Open in 
time for the Jerusalem tournament. 
We ied his explanation and 
therefore did not include him the 
singles draw.” 


However, with Mansdorf due 
home from Melboume today. after 
first-round losses in both singles and 
doubles, the ITA are hoping that he 
will agree to take part in the dou- 
bies. where the draw will only be 
made next week. The singles draw is 
already closed and cannot be re- 
vised, in line with accepted practice, 
Harnik said.

Saving the Nationals 


The National Tennis Championships take place 
next week in Jerusalem, without Amos Mansdorf 
being there to defend the title he wrested from 
Shlomo Glickstein in a memorable final at the last 
championships. Israel's second best player, Gilad 
Bicom, will also be absent through injury. 

This is rather like staging “Hamlet™ without the 
Prince or Denmark, or even the Ghost. 

The reason given for the absence of the country's 
top player is that he was committed to play in 
Oceania during the first half of January. and to 
commence special training on clay immediately 
thereafter for the Davis Cup tie in Palermo on 
Febrary 5-7. ᾿ 

There is something strange about this explana- 
tion. The Nationals have been played for years in 
October, either before or after the Riklis ITC 


Grand Prix Classic. This year they were postponed 
twice especially to fit in with Mansdorf's schedule. 


It is amazing that Mansdorf and the Israel Tennis 
Association did not notice earlier that the schedul- 
ing might be tight. In any case there seems to be no 
se bow ἀν δα Mansiorf should not play. His 
unfortunate defeats in both smgles and doubles in 
the first rounds in the Australian Open have en- 
abled him to return to Israel this week. The Nation- 
als end on Friday. January 24, exactly two weeks 
before the Davis Cup begins. ᾿ 

Thos, if he is willing, there should be no difficulty 
in accommodating him to start the defence of his 
title on Monday. By then he will have bad time to 
become accustomed to Jerusalem's hard courts af- 
ter playing on the new surfaces used in New Zea- 
land and Australia. After the tournament ends, he 
could still devote a fortnight to practising on clay 
before the Davis Cup begins. 

Mansdorf's absence from the tournament will be 
a cause of profound disappointment to Israeli ten- 
nis fans, hungry to see him in action. But the 
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damage done by his non-participation in the Na- 
tionals goes far beyond the distress caused to the 
fans. It denigrates the importance of the champion- 
ships and of the title. 


During the period of Mansdorf’s predecessors as 
the country’s champions — star players such as 
Shlomo Glickstein. Yehoshua “Shuka" Shalem 
and Lazar Davidman — there was never apy ques- 
tion about their playing in the Nationals, even 
though they were far superior to their contempo- 
raries. It was important to them to be the Israeli 
champion — indeed, in 1986, it was important to 
Mansdorf to take the title from Glickstein. 

Obviously, tbe downgrading of the champion- 
ship is due almost entirely to the takeover of tennis 
by big money. In a rather feeble gesture to offset 
this development, the ITA has allocated $10,000 to 
the tournament. Mansdorf can say. legitimately. 
that this makes the tournament too small to merit 
his participation, and that he is doing a favour to 
young, struggling players by leaving the way open 
for them to earn what for them would be substan- 
tial prizes, and which for hic would be negligible. 

Mansdorf's contribution to Israeli tennis has 
been remarkable. Apart from his brilliant perfor- 
mances as a member of the Davis Cup team, there 
was his very fine gesture of donating his entire 
purse for winning the Riklis Grand Prix to the 
Israel Tennis Centre. 

He should now make a further gesture for the 
good of the sport in Israel by agreeing, even at this 
late stage, to defend his title, and to prevent the 
downgrading of the title of National Champion. 

Quite apart from the present crisis, the ITA must 
now give deep thought to what is to become of the 
tournament in the future, so as to keep its prestige 
undimmed. Perhaps it should be made an open 
tournament, part of the Grand Prix circuit, with 
participants coming from all over the world?

JOURNALISTS tend to be suspi- 
cious of the hyperbolic ravings of 
Ministry of Trade and Israel Export 
Institute officials. Efforts invested 
m massive promotion campaigns, 
marketing weeks abroad and trade 
fairs which bring foreign buyers to 
Israel are not necessarily mirrored 
in annual export totals. 

Thus the enthusiasm of organizers 
of the Israel Jewelry Fair was taken 
with a grain of sait. The fair, held at 
the Laromme Hote! in Jerusalem, 
attracted buyers from the U.S. -- 
traditionally the jewelry industry's 
best market -- Germany, Holland, 
England, France and Japan. 

Buyer reaction seemed to bear 
out the claims of the organizers. For 
Several buyers, this was a first-time 
experience at an Israel Jewelry Fair, 
and it met with favourable response. 
, There was consensus that it is eas- 
ier to shop at a small fair where 
there are only 60 exhibitors than at 
the huge international fairs, where 
there are hundreds. 

The conctusion: it is to Israel's 
advantage to continue with these 
fairs on the home front while simul- 
taneously increasing participation 
on an international level. 

The stock market slump and the 
plummeting value of the American 
dollar had a negative effect‘on jew- 
elry exports to the U.S., which 
dropped from $139,103.00 in 1986 
to $132,554.000 last year. Nonethe- 
less, there is cause for optimism for 
the coming year. 

Several of the American buyers 
had not done business with Israei 
before. John A. Mahoney, mer- 
chandise manager for J.C. Penney, 


New York, said that he had come 
looking for “anything and every- 
thing” and that he was negotiating 
with five or six Israeli firms. 

For him, the prices were still a 
trifle too high, but Ted Andrae of 
the Gold Bead and Chain Co. in 
South Carolina pronounced the 
prices to be “just right.” Andrae 
had made some previous purchases 
of Israeli merchandise out of New 
York, but he preferred the Jerusa- 
lem experience. “A small show is 
more effective,” he said. “You see 
everything and talk to people.” 


Very much the Southern gentle- 
man, Andrae was impressed by the 
exhibitors’ friendliness and absence 
of pushiness. 

New Yorker Ronis Raeburn was 
looking for findings to cast her de- 
signs for her Urban Nomad compa- 
ny and formed a relationship with 
Vered Megiddo Jewellery, which 
operates out of Kibbutz Megiddo.

Ben-Dov 
wasted 20 kg. of gold before master- 
ing the technique to his own satisfac- 
tion. The investment is now begin- 
ning to pay off. American women 
love hollow gold, says his wife, Sara> 
precisely because it is weightless. 
“It's eye-catching, but it doesn't 
drag the fabric of their clothes the 
way a solid-gold brooch would do.” 
The same sentiment applies to ear- 
rings. Women who insist on wearing 
genuine gold find that since the ad- 
vent of hollow gold, there's no strain 
on their lobes when wearing drop 
earrings. : 

Yet with all the kudos accorded to 


the Jewelry Fair, there were draw- 
backs, not for the jewelry industry 
but for the hotel industry. The jew- 
ellers and jewelry buyers were not 
the Laromme’s only guests during 
the three days of the fair. There 
were also UIA and UJA groups, not 
to mention individual guests — all of 
whom were inconvenienced by the 
closure of public areas and the sight 
of Brinks security guards sauntering 
through the lobby with holstered 
six-shooters resting against. their 
hips. 
It pointed once again-to the lack 
of adequate convention facilities in 
the capital. None of the existing ho- 
tels could have hosted the fair with- 
out similar inconvenience. Consid- 
ering how close the King David, 
Moniah, King Solomon, Laromme 
and Windmill hotels are to one an- 
other, with the Kings, Sheraton Pla- 
za. Tirat Batsheva and. Eilon Tower 
within easy walking distance, surely 
some joint effort could be made to 
build a convention centre in the Re- 
havia-Talbiyeh section of the 
capital. 

Perhaps, when the Mamilla pro- 
ject finally gets under way, a con- 
vention centre may be incorporated, 
adding a valuable jewel to Jerusa- 
fem of Gold. 


Seminar learns of ‘the flaws of Israel’s socialism’ 


Guru with all the answers ‘& 


David Krivine 


MILTON FRIEDMAN, the guru of 
the Israel Centre for Social and Eco- 
nomic Progress (ICSEP), has the 
answer to the ills of our economy — 
an answer the indefatigable director 
of the organization, Daniel Doron, 
never ceases to hammer home. 
Lest there be too much suspense, 
the sole and all-embracing answer 
was given right at the start of ἃ 
seminar organized by the ICSEP 
and held last weekend at the Acca- 
dia hotel in Herzliya. In an hour- 
long filmed interview conducted by 
Doron and Dr. Stephen Plaut of the 
Technion, the sage from Chicago 
made it clear in glorious technico- 
lour that the fault in Israel is social- 
ism; the remedy. a market economy 
run by the capitalists with no inter- 
vention from the government. 
Israel tried that in 1977 when the 
Likud came to power. The then fi- 
nance minister, Simha Ehrlich, 
abolished foreign exchange con- 
trols. Why did this Liberal politi- 
cian’s act of liberalization not suc- 
ceed? Yehezkel Flumin, who had 
been Ehrtich's deputy minister, 
gave the conference a graphic expla- 
nation: “If the brakes on a car only 
halt one wheel, the other wheel will 
make the vehicle spin round.” . 
“We did a lot.” he continued. 
“We abolished import licences. At 
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the recommendation of a committee 
under Moshe Arens, we reduced the 
number of ent ministries to 
12." (They are double that number 
today.) So what went astray? 

“Zevulun Hammer, wanting free 
secondary education, persuaded the 
Cabinet to send | vy dogs 3. 
cheese-parin, t to 
Treasury for revision.” In other 
words, the authorities continued to 
overspend. 

According to Friedman. Ehriich's 
failure was due not to bis desire for 
liberalization but to inflation, and 
that started well before 1977. The 
cause of inflation, if we may cite an 
old platitude, is too much money 
chasing too few . This excess 
money is created in Israel by the 
government, which consistently and 
continuously spends more than it 
earns. . 
Liberalization means reducing 
government activity. But the sup- 
posedly liberal Likud administration 
did the opposite: It increased gov- 
ermment activity. It failed to practice 
what it preached. Theoretically, the 
exchange rate was de-controlled; in 
reality, the Treasury manipulated it 
as before. It proceeded to overvalue 
the shekel, fearing that devaluation, 
with all its attendant linkages to the 
dollar and the price-index, might 
cause inflation. This encouraged Is- 
raelis to borrow abroad, as it was 
permissible to do so. The result was 


.a huge inflow of capital which 


brought inflation in again through 
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the back door._ 

The battle for liberalization was 
set aside, it was replaced by the 
battle against this new threat: the 
soaring price-rise. Several ideas 
were tried out: to leash inflation. 
None worked because the govern- 
ment was incapable of staunching 
the fiow of funds. Drastic reform is 
only possible, Flumin pointed out, 
proportions That happened in 985 

tions, appened in, 
Pfter inflation had topped 400 ise} 
cent and the banking system 
collapsed. The national unity gov- 
ernment under: Shimon Peres was 
able to cut budgets, cut wages and 
restore a measure of stability. 


ALL THE above has not made Isra- 
el a free-market economy. Big 
changes are needed, and they are 
not happening. Some speakers at 
the symposium blanied the situation 
on inertia. Prof. Moshe Sirkin of 
Bar-Ilan University recailed that the 
late Pinhas Sapir did a tremendous 
job as finance minister in helping 
industrial growth, but got the econo- 
my used to controls. The guiding 
role of market forces is ignored to 
this day. 

Instead of breaking up cartels, the 
authorities keep them going. Ac- 
cording to Prof. David Levhari of 
the Hebrew University, Transport 
Minister Haim Corfu declared him- 
self alarmed by the “wild competi- 
tion” in air travel fares and thought 
it necessary to fix them by decree; 
which means that you and I pay 10- 
15 per cent more for our tickets than 
we should. The same rescue opera- 


‘tion was engineered for the insur- 


ance companies. 

Prof. Assaf Razin observed that 
three firms manufacturing formica 
in Israel were officially recognized 
as an approved cartel, on the 
grounds that they would export bet- 
ter that way. 


They can certainly export more . 


easily. Figures he examined reveal 
that the dollar they earn costs 50'per 
cent more than the dollar earned by 
other export sectors. 

Importers certified by the govern- 
ment as exclusive agents for particu- 
lar products are the worst offenders, 
declares. Prof. Gur Ofer of the He- 
brew University. In some cases, 
items brought in sell for double and 
treble their price abroad for no rea- 
son other than profit-making by 
these trading monopolists. 

When protected status is avail- 
able, business firms waste time and 
energy trying to gain this advantage. 
The Ministry of Industry and Trade 
devotes its efforts to dealing out aid 
and subsidies of various kinds, and

Amos Rubin, economic adviser to 
the prime minister, made the same 
pout. The Ministry of Industry and 

rade protects the manufacturers 
instead of protecting the public. 
Catchwords are used like “aid to 
export” and “aid to employment,” 
without any examination of what is 
involved. Is export worth doing if 
the dollar outlay in production costs 
(padded by subsidies) is greater than 
the dollar earned? 

Protection is given to the carpet 
industry because it allegedly creates 
employment, notably in Or-Akiva. 
Is this subsidized employment nec- 
essary, at a time when Israel is so 
short of labour that it imports work- 
ers from the occupied territories, 
from Lebanon, from Portugal, from 
the Philippines? 

Sever Protzker of Yedior Ahar- 
onot emphasized that the public sec- 
tor in Israel will not vanish, nor will 
it shrink much as long as defence 
expenditure is high, so government 
planning is necessary. Prof. Shlomo 
Meital, head of the Economic Plan- 
ning Authority, agreed, adding that 
if the private sector is to plan well, it 
must know what the government in- 
tends to do over the next five or 10 
years. 


MILTON FRIEDMAN IS widely 
mocked because he champions a 
simple old-fashioned theory and will 
not change or compromise. But his 
influence seems to be widening and 
not the opposite. No one at the con- 
ference queried his views. Even 
Protzker. who holds left-wing opin- 
ions, conceded that during his re- 
cent visit to Communist Poland, the 
economists he met were to all in- 
tents and purposes Thatcherites 
(though the Polish public, he cau- 
tioned, rejected their government's 
Policies in the recent plebiscite). 

A challenge that Friedman put 
out on the screen found no takers. 
Jews leaving places like the Soviet 
Union and South Africa go for the 
most part to countries other than. 
Israel. These countries offer some- 
thing in the economic field that Isra- 
el lacks. There is absolutely no rea- 
son. Friedman believes, for such ἃ 
situation. Far Eastern states like 
Hongkong and Singapore, just as 
small as Israel and just as devoid of 
natural resources, were only recent- 
ly far poorer than Israel aad are now 
as rich or richer. All they did was 
apply the rules of the market econo- 
my, with free competition and no 
intervention by the government. 
Why can’t we do the same? 

That was the cry heard from ail 
speakers on the podium at the IC- 
SEP seminar last week-end: Why 
can't Israel throw its economy open 
to free competition, Without govern- 
ment subsidies or protectionist mea- 
sures or cartelization or all the other 
bureaucratic practices that prevent a 
free and unimpeded flow of goods 
and services?

(Contineed from Page 9) 
ships based solely on politics and 
philanthropy. 

Over the next few years, the 
Americans and Israelis will try to 
broaden the scope of their activities 
to encompass young Jewish leaders 
in European, Latin American and 
other countries within the Interna- 
tiona] Forum which was set up in 
Tiberias. 

The Moriah Process seeks to 
broaden the mutual obligations and 
invotvement of Israel and the Dias- 
pora beyond the lowest common de- 
nominator defined “in the begin- 
ning” by philanthropy and politics. 

For Diaspora Jews, this means 
making contributions to Israel and 
Jewish life in ways that go beyond 
writing cheques. For some, this de- 
sire for personal involvement and 
direct contact is translated into mak- 
ing business investments here; for 
others, it can be expressed through 
promoting aliya in their home com- 
munity, recruiting for the Otéma 
programme or learning Hebrew. 

For Israelis, it means not leaving 
the work of Israel-Diaspora rela- 
tions to the political establishment. 


In some cases, this desire for. per- . 


sonal commitment through volun- 
teer work is translated into helping 
new immigrants get settled (through 
Project Reyut). For others, it can be 
expressed by “adopting” young 
people here on the Otzma and Le- 
hava programmes, or in the Forum's 
efforts to refurbish obsolete Zionist 
dogmas. ὴ 


THE ISRAEL-Diaspora dialogue 
that has been a major part of the 
Moriah Process has forced each side 
fo re-examine, and in some cases 
abandon, some of its preconcep- 
tions and biases about the other. 

The dialogue on aliya has ad- 
vanced to the point where most of 
the Israelis have ceased to see this as 
an ideological imperative with 
which they must continually con- 
front Diaspora Jews. The latter have 
begun to see that.they should do 
more to promote aliya, even if they 
are not inclined to move here them- 
selves. - 

The dialogue on the place of Ju- 
daism in the lives of non-observant 
Jews, both in Israel and the Diaspo- 
ra, has yet to be commenced in 
earnest. 

This was painfully evident in the 
way the organizers — on both sides — 
virtually ignored Shabbat in their 
planning for the conference, which 
was held over a weekend. Instead of 
finding ways to hold common Shab- 
bat activities that could create 2 
sense of Jewish solidarity, the orga- 
nizers allowed it to become a divi- 
sive factor. 

The Shabbat “problem” exposed 
the deep ambivalence, not to say 
hostility, of non-observant Israelis 
to communal religious practice; and 
the inability of the organizers to deal 
with the pluralistic religious needs of 
the participants. 

Another issue that has begun to 
surface with considerable intensity 
in the Moriah dialogue is Israel's

O Employment: Charity money, 
from whatever source but especially 
UNWRA, should be deliberately 
reduced over a period of two or 
three years, after which time people 
will be ἃ to be gainfully em- 
ployed. The continuation of hand- 
outs is a sure recipe for maintaining 
the ashheap syndrome. But no one 
will be told where to work, much 
less how much he will be paid. - 

Immigration, of course, should-b& 
free. No one will want to come at 
first, except well-paid experts for 
specific jobs. If things go well, this 
will change, but by then the cost of 
housing should ration out most 
would-be freeloaders. In any event, 
the government should have a total- 
ly laissez-faire policy in this respect. 

As industry develops, unioniza- 
tion will doubtless follow. To avoid 
the long-term perils of union power 
destroying the competitiveness that 
Gaza will need, it should be enough 
to build the tax system biased in 
favour of giving employees shares in 
their places of work. 

O Free trade area: The whole dis- 
trict will be recognized as a free 
trade area for the purpose of ship- 
ping goods to and through. Gaza's 
hinterland will be the entire Arab 
world, via new roads to Egypt, 
across the Sinai, and to Jordan and 
the Gulf, across the “corridor” that 
Israel will provide. 

A part of the area will have to be 
set aside as an airport, despite the 
general land shortage. Possibly, 


‘land reclamation could provide 


more real estate, courtesy of the 
Mediterranean. In any event, con- 
struction - of housing, port facilites, 
airport, roads and perhaps factories 
as well -will be the first major indus- 
try to take off, providing plenty of 
employment for the unskilled [a- 
bour force. 

The Europeans and Americans, 
as well as all the Arab countries and 
Israel, will have to commit them- 
selves to allowing Gazan products to 
enter their countries duty-free. In 
order to prevent this concession get- 
ting out of hand should the Gazan 
economy really take off, time or vol- 
ume limits could be built in from the 
outset. 

Financial services: Given the 
free trade advantages plus local pro- 
tection, it is likely, but not certain, 
that industry will develop in Gaza. 
But what és certain is that, given the 
right environment, it can become 2 
major offshore financial service cen- 
tre - primarily, but by no means 
solely, for, the Arab world. 

The main needs in this regard are 
that there be more or less free entry 
to respectable foreign financial insti- 
tutions, and of course no taxes on 
foreign money held in the country. 
By promising investors’ tax-free fa- 
cilities, as well as anonymity and a 
lack of government supervision, 
Gaza could easily become what Bei- 
Tut once was, and what Bahrein has 
sought to be. 

These are some general outlines 
of the kind of economic system that 
could turn ashes into riches. They 
need one other major ingredient, 
and that is hard work. As noted 
earlier, cynics and racists will say 
that that alone is a condition impos- 
sible to fulfil. But cynics and racists 
have ruled the Palestinian roost too 
long. : 

The time may now be ripe for 
some Palestinian Herzl to tell them 
that if they wish it, it need not be a 
dream.

el’s one million-pack-a-day cigarette 
habit with imports. “If the govern- 
ment thinks it can solve the problem 
with imports and reduced tariffs. 
there will be other problems,” he 
warned. “That's not the solution.” 


“He said the strike would continue 
until the company receives a reply to 
its request,for a 17 per cent price 
increase. 

In shift in strategy, Dubek Ltd.*s 
managing director, Zorach Gehl, 
met yesterday with representatives 
of the Industry Ministry, including 


Director- General Yoram Bali- - 


zovsky. In recent weeks. members 
of the works committee have been 
conducting negotiations on the re- 
quested price increase of 17 per 
cent. 

Gehl told Army Radio he was 
surprised by the government's plan 
to boost imports and that the com- 
pany would examine the legality of 
any such move. 

Shasha said the workers halted 
the assembly line at Dubek's B’nei 
Brak plant at noon, when supplies 
of tobacco ran out. But domestic 
cigarette supplies have been uncer- 
tain for more than a week, when 


Dubek workers began a series of job 
actions designed to pressure the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade into 
increasing prices. 

Dubek claims it is losing $850,000 
a month, but the ministry counters 
that it can’t ascertain a proper price 
level because the company won't 
provide it with financial records. 

As a monopoly. Dubek’s prices 
are conirolled. The last price in- 
crease. amounting to 5 per cent, was 
granted in August 1986. 

Wholesalers say they onfy have 
enough imported cigarettes to last 
four or five days during a strike.

CPI seen 
at 1-1.5% 


- The December Consumer Price 
Index, due to be announced early 
this afternoon, is expected to show a 
1 to 1.5 per cent increase, bringing 
< ‘the overall inflation rate for 1987 to 
around 16 per cent. [t was 19.7 per 
cent in 1986. the lowest level since 
1972. 
Barring major surprises in the De- 
-cember figure itself, it is expected 
that its publication will serve mainly 
to allow officials and analysts to 
summarize the inflation trend over 
1987 and project likely develop- 
ments this year. 
’-The Central Bureau of Statistics 
may also take the opportunity to 
respond to reports of Bank of Israel- 
based research that suggest the CPI 
has in recent months been underre- 
porting rate by as much as four to 
eight percentage points on an annu- 
al. basis. This distortion, according 
to. the central bank's researchers, 
has been caused by overemphasiz- 
ing the effect of seasonal factors 
when calculating the CPI.

Rauch lawsuit

Jordan opposes “G:

The U.S. Consul-General in Jeru- 
salem, Maurice Draper, last night 
urged his government to take a 
more active role in promoting a 
Middle East peace settlement. 

Israel should encourage and build 
up a Palestinian leadership with 
which it could engage in negotia- 
tions, Draper told an audience at 
the Hebrew University's Davis Cen- 
tre for International Relations. He 
suggested that Israel start allowing 
the West Bank Palestinians to run 
their own affairs. 

Jordan, Draper said, was not in- 
terested in Foreign Minister Peres's 
“Gaza first" plan because he was 
afraid it would be tantamount to 
“Gaza last.” 

Draper called on the Palestinians, 
for their part, to talk to Israelis from 
both the left and the right of the 
political spectrum and not to reject 
Israeli proposals out of hand.

No foreign workers 


Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rae] Kessar warned at a forum of 
business exeutives in Tel Aviv yes- 
terday that bringing in workers from 
Europe to fill local jobs would be 
“an irreparable error.”

Directors’ fees 


The Knesset Finance Committee 
Wednesday voted to set fees for out- 
side directors serving on the boards 
of public companies at between NIS 
2,600 and NTS 10.400. 

In addition, the regulations per- 
mit directors to receive between NIS 
150 and 400 in expenses for each 
board meeting they attend. 

The fee scale was recommended 
by a public committee that was es- 
tablished in the wake of a 1987 law 
mandating that publicly listed com- 
panies elect two outside directors to 
their boards to act as “watchdogs” 
for the interests of minority 
sharehoiders. 

The sliding scale agreed on by the 
finance committee fixes four levels 
of directors’ remuneration, depend- 
ing on the company in question's 
equity base. 


Bank tender 
yields. bid 
of 20.5%

The weekly money market tender 
conducted yesterday by the Bank of 
Israel saw interest rates rise again, 
this time to an average 20.5 per cent, 
up from 18.4 per cent last week. 

However, the ‘‘spread"’ between 
the average rate paid and the lowest 
rate. of 19.5 per cent, was unusually 
wide, suggesting that only a few 
banks were so short of funds as to be 
prepared to push rates up sharply. 

Since the money tender carries 10 
liquidity requirement, while deposits 
from the public require part of the 
sum to be redeposited at the central 
bank, the 20-5 per cent rate is equiv- 
alent to banks’ obtaining money 
from the public at 17 per cent. in 
recent days, large deposits have been 
obtaining rates well below this level. 

But the high price for the tender 
apparently reflects fears that next 
week will see a tightening in the mon- 
ey markets, as funds flow to the gov- 
ernment to cover income tax, Valoe- 
added tax and National Insurance 
payments being made today. 

The NIS 750 million tender was 
the third of four equally sized auc- 
tions announced by the central bank 
in tate December to cover the liquid- 
ity needs of the commercial banking 
system during January. Many bank- 
ers expect the Bank of Israel to be 
Jess forthcoming in February and are 
awaiting the announcement of cen- 
tral bank plans for next month with 
some trepidation.

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Muddling through 


IT Is NEARLY six weeks now since the civil disturbances 
erupted in Gaza and the West Bank. The police minister 
described them this week as the worst of their kind in the 20 
years of Israel’s occupation of the territories. Indeed, it is 
arguable that what started off as “ordinary” riots, has by ποῦν 
turned into a fully fledged Palestinian war on IDF soldiers. 
That, in fact, is how the chief of staff, Dan Shomron, sees it. 

Is this war winnable, by either side, in any meaningful sense 
of the word ? Hardly, it seems. 

If the rock-throwing Palestinian youths think they can com- 
pel Israel to abruptly end its occupation, forgetting all about a - 
negotiated peace guaranteeing the security of the Jewish state, 
they are in for another severe disappointment. But Israelis in 
high places, such as the prime minister, who still believe that 
just a few more curfews, arrests, detentions, deportations and, 
if τι . beatings and even killings, will by themselves 
crush the rioters’and restore law and order for more than a 
brief spell, are also indulging in fantasy. 

F That the original expectation of a quick military finis to the 
“disorders” was unrealistic, has already been admitted by the 
defence minister, who himself initiated the supposedly deter- 
Tent “iron fist” phase of the anti-rioting operation last month. 
But hope springs eternal. And the hope now seems to be that a 
larger dose of the same bitter medicine will help the Israel 
security people prevail over the Arab disturbers of the peace, 
without in the process unduly disturbing the Americans, the 
Europeans, or even the Egyptians. ; 

Thus, still more stringent measures were introduced this 
week. In defiance of a U.S.~ backed Security Council appeal, 
four Palestinians with a terrorist record, described as leading 
present inciters, were deported to southern Lebanon on 
Wednesday. 

Yesterday a crackdown was started on the nationalist Arab 
press of East Jerusalem, which serves all the territories. One of 
the editors detained was Hanna Siniora, who last week had 
grabbed the headlines with his plan for a campaign of “non- 
Violent civil disobedience” against the occupation. Mr. Sin- 
iora, generally considered a moderate pro-PLO Palestinian, 

faces two charges. One has to do with his civil disobedience 
plan. The other is based on a statement of support for terror- 
ism he is alleged to have made in the U.S., in 1986. 

Will these measures, plus the curfew inflicted on a number 
of refugee camps yesterday, and some more of the same, 

hasten the advent of tranquillity in the territories ? 

Unlike his colleague Shimon Peres, Yitzhak Rabin evidently 
believes they will, even if they take two months to show the 
desired effect. (Rav-Aluf Shomron, rather more prudently, 
speaks vaguely of a few months.) Whether the defence minis- 
ter also means to suggest that these measures will also help 
bring forth the new crop of local leaders with whom he, for 
one. would be happy to hold a dialogue, is harder to tell. 

This is rather odd. For none other than Mr. Rabin but a few . 
days ago reminded the cabinet, and the nation, of what should 
have been obvious to all long before the occupation reached 
the age of 20 plus: that the “Palestinian problem” does not 
admit of a military solution. Yet it is he, a Labour leader, who 
is now leading the country on a path that, as the former army 
intelligence chief, Aharon Yariv, has just warned, could make 
the Palestinians into the centrepiece of a new, hostile all-Arab 

coalition. ᾿ . 

Plainly, muddling through is no substitute, not any more 
than stand-pattism or outright rejectionism, for a policy of 
peace. wy :

Polonius: What do you read, my 
lord? :

PRIME MINISTER Yitzhak Sha- 
mir has his own way of doing things. 
As long as there could be a possible 
Egyptian agreement to revive the 
idea of autonomy for the Palestin- 
ians in Judea, Samaria and the Gaza 
Strip, he took no initiative. And no 
wonder. Had ke been that much of a 
supporter of the Camp David ac- 
cords, he would not dissociate him- 
self from the peace policy of his 
predecessor, Menachem Begin. 
Only when he realized that nothing 
might come but of a declaration. that 
the Camp David accords should be 


they “provided the perfect answer 
to the current situation.” 

Word, words, words. Had he real- 
ly believed this, he could have done 
something. But he never did. He did 
not turn, when he first assumed 
power, to President Hosni Mubarak 
of Egypt, and try to persuade him 
sincerely to follow his own words, 
which he had sent to Begin in a 
letter prior to the completion of the 
withdrawal from Sinai. According 
to the letter signed by Mubarak, the 
Camp David accords were the only 
possible way of resolving the Pales- 
tinian problem and Egypt was fully 
committed to the idea of autonomy. 
But Shamir did nothing to pro- 
mote the implementation of the 
Camp David agreement. Instead of 
persuading ‘Egypt and the U.S. to 
renew the hutonomy negotiations, 
he persuaded himself that the status 
quo was the most preferred, realistic 
option for Israel. He believed his 
own slogan that “time is on our 
side" — hence nothing was better 
than a total, deep freeze of the polit- 
ical situation. The question of 
whether such a freeze: was feasible 
for an unlimited period of time 
probably did not occupy his mind. 

Tn 1985-1986. then prime minister 
Shimon Peres tried very hard to 
melt the diplomatic ice and to re- 
start the peace process. Only when 
Peres’s efforts were crowned with 
some success did Shamir discover 
Camp David. At the same time, he 
tumed down any suggestion leading 
to a political crisis in order to sto; 


..Peres's initiatives, which he consi 
ered 


dangerous to the future of Isra- 
el’s administration of the territories. 


* From his own point of view, he was 


reasonable enough: By sitting in si- 
jence during the first half of the 
coalition term, Shamir gave Peres 
no opportunity to cancel the rota- 
tion agreement. The agreement was 
kept and afterwards the dangerous 
peace initiative could not be 
continued. 


MORE THAN a year and a quarter 
have passed since Shamir returned 
to the Prime Minister's Office. But 
no initiative was taken to revive the 
Camp David process. On the con- 
trary: The name of the game was 
taking no action. Meanwhile, Mu- 
barak explained his support of the 
idea of an international conference 
by accusing Israel of violating the 
Camp David framework for a com- 
prehensive peace in the Middle 
East. It has become quite clear that 
Egypt has no intention of renewing 
the autonomy talks, nor has the 
US. any plan for urging it to do so. 
Under these circumstances, even 
Shamir can declare an allegiance to 
Camp David: He is sure that noth- 
ing will come out of it. 

There is also a domestic political 
aspect to consider here. In 1987 Sha- 
mir had no problem saying an un- 
equivocal “no” to any peace initia- 
tive. When Peres agreed with King 
Hussein on the terms of the interna- 
tional peace conference, Shamir 
could very easily block the motion 
Peres brought to the Cabinet. The 
election campaign was still far away 
and the premier did not have to 
worry about his and his party's im- 
age as opposing peace. 

Things appear to be different now 
in 1988—the election year. It is quite

tacit agreement between Arabs and 
Jews that East Jerusalem Arabs 
would receive more rights than their 
brothers in the territories, including 
the freedom to publish newspapers.

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implemented, did Mr. Shamir say . 


More than that, Shamir said that, 
“The main thing is that progress 
tmnust be made, and new adherents to 
Camp David must be found.” On 
the face of it, this is a real, meaning- 
ful change in the ‘premier’s ap- 
proach. No longer a political stale- 
mate and a diplomatic freeze should 
be sought, but rather “progress.” 
Isn’t that what his critics hav 
preached, that he should adopt a 
dynamic rather that a static attitude 
to the peace process? 

A statement like this, that pro- 
gress is necessary and therefore the 
premier is constantly turning to 
Egypt to persuade it to resume 
talks, reflects an active, not passive. 
approach. Furthermore, the pre- 
mier said in his interview that he was 
ready also to talk to ‘local Palestin- 


-ian leaders” if approached by them. 


Regardless of the political motives, 
isn’t this a real change in the proper 
direction? 

Words, words, words. Shamir 
knows very well that there is no 
chance of an Egyptian acceptance of 
his newly-declared position. Hence, 
he can repeat his call— and probably 
he will do so many times in the 
coming election campaign — without 
taking the slightest risk that a change 
in the status quo will result from his 
initiative. In other words, his expec- 
tation is to gain the most in the 
domestic field without taking any 
tisk in the diplomatic arena. - 


THIS CONCLUSION is strength- 
ened by the clear distinction Shamir 
makes between Camp David and 
the international conference. Ac- 
cording to the premier, autonomy 
negotiations and an international 
conference are two alternatives that 
contradict each other. He raises the 
Camp David option as a means of 
blocking the international confer- 
ence, notwithstanding the fact that 
the comprehensive accord drawn up 
at Camp David is a matter of sub- 
stance and the international confer- 
ence is just a matter of procedure. 

If, for exaraple, an international 
conference would adopt the idea of 
autonomy or grant it legitimacy, the 
prospects for implementing Camp 
David would really improve. It is 
possible to find a contradiction be- 
tween Camp David and an interna- 
tional co ace, but absolutely 

Au Israeli delegation really com- 
mitted to a functional approach 
would have good chances of winning 
a much wider acceptance of the idea 
of autonomy for a transitional peri- 
od, during which real peace would 
be stabilized, and when that period 
is over, the permanent status of the 
territories would be determined by 
consent from the parties. This is the 
most realistic approach to resolving 
the Arab-Israeli conflict. Why 
should a prime minister who de- 
clares allegiance to Camp David de- 
scribe those terms as self- 
contradictory?

If there is a legitimate halachic 
argument for negating the demacra- 
tic rights of women in the cases 
mentioned above, let us hear the 
debate. If not, then we must all cease 
hiding behind halacha. In so doing, 
we make halachic practice a factor 
which further divides the Jewish 
community instead of uniting us.
